HEADQUARTERS 


The  second  annual  Civil  Defense  Week  is  designed  to  develop  awareness, 
motivation  and  participation  said  President  Eisenhower  in  proclaiming 
the  period,  September  15  to  21,  for  this  yearTs  event.  This  nationwide 
observance  will  give  new  emphasis  to  the  fact  that  civil  defense  is  not 
only  a matter  of  concern  to  industry,  business  and  "Government  in  Emer- 
gency," but  'to  the  homemaker  and  the  family. In  this  city  all  during  CD 
Week,  a strong  appeal  is  going  to  be  made  to  the  family  to  review1  their ■ 
plans  which  they  would  activate  in  the  event  of  a major  emergency. 

Public  demonstrations  presented  by  the  Warden  Service  and  other  services 
of  the  Corps  will  be  held  from  6 to  9 p.m.  at  battalion  headquarters 
during  the  week.  The  San  Francisco  Chapter,  American  Red  Cross,  again 
will  play  a leading  role  in  the  1957  event. 

Chief  of  Personnel  Thomas  J.  Farrell  has  been  named  acting  director  of 
the  Disaster  Corps  during  the  absence  of  Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  USN, (Ret.), 
director*  Admiral  Cook  is  in  Detroit  attending  the  annual  conference  of 
the  United  States  Civil  Defense  Council.  He  will  return  to  his  office 
on  Tuesday,  September  10. 

Battalion  Chief  Gerald  F.  Murphy,  SFFD,  formerly  with  Engine  13,  Dis- 
trict 10,  has  been  appointed  to  head  up  the  Plant  Protection  Service  of 
the  Corps.  He  succeeds  Battalion  Chief  Stanley  Stojkovich,  who  has  been 
transferred  to  Engine  41,  District  2.  The  new  appointments  were  made 
this  week  by  Chief  William  F.  Murray,  SFFD.  Chief  Stojkovich  did  an  out- 
standing job  during  the  eight  months  he  was  affiliated  with  CD. 

Interesting  to  note  is  a Department  of  Commerce  study  recently  made 
public,  which  showed  that  canned  foods  are  safe  for  consumption  in  the 
event  of  an  atomic  attack.  The  report  covered  tests  made  of  canned 
foods  recovered  after  an  atomic  explosion  at  a Nevada  test  site.  Un- 
broken canned  foods  recovered  after  three  or  four  days  from  areas  of 
great  destruction  were  found  by  panels  of  tasters  to  have  normal  flavor 
and  texture.  Their  nutritive  value  was  not  significantly  affected. 

RED  CROSS  TRAINING  - The  new  "Care  of  the  Sick  and  Injured"  course  re- 
c ntly  introduced  by  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross 
is  to  become  a part  of  CD  training.  The  course  consists  of  seven  classes- 
1)  When  Sickness  Occurs;  2)  Patient  Goes  to  Bed;  3)Clean  and  Well  Gjr&pm- 
ed  Patient;  4)  Food  and  Medicine  Ordered  by  the  Doctor; 
ments  Ordered  by  the  Doctor;  6)  Nursing  in  CD,  and  7)  Emergency  Nursing 
and  Survival.  Battalions  may  schedule  this  new  program  by  cogfeap^ing' 

Red  Cross.

Despite  the  fact  that  the  second  annual  Civil  Defense  Week  will  be 
launched  on  next  Sunday,  actual  participation  by  the  city®s  CD  volun- 
teers will  not  begin  until  Monday.  FCDA  has  suggested  highlighting  in- 
dustry participation,  and  a number  of  plants,  factories  and  business 
firms  will  hold  evacuation  drills  during  the  observance.  The  Disaster 
Corps  will  place  special  emphasis  on  the  homemaker  and  the  family.  A 
number  of  demonstrations,  with  the  general  public  invited, will  be  given 
by  the  rescue  and  fire  auxiliary  trucks  and  radio  truck. Indoor  displays 
including  operation  of  Geiger  counter,  movies,  hospital  units,  and  war- 
den equipment  will  be  shown.

HEADQUARTERS 


Demonstrations  of  essential  CD  equipment  and  apparatus  at  "Open  House" 
meetings  held  in  battalion  offices  in  downtown  and  residential  areas 
climaxed  the  second  annual  National  Civil  Defense  Week.  The  overall 
program  was  well  handled  and  the  demonstrations  were  splendid.  It  is 
hoped  to  have  these  from  time  to  time  throughout  the  year. 

San  Francisco  motorists  won  top  recognition  for  leading  the  State  in 
heeding  the  ^irgings  of  CD  officials  to  keep  their  automobile  gas  tanks 
full  at  all  t,imes,  according  to  the  California  Disaster  Office.  Recent 
surveys  show  this  is  the  way  residents  of  California  observed  requests 
to  keep  their  gas  tanks  more  than  half  full  at  all  times:  San  Francisco, 

64  percent;  Oakland,  62  percent;  Los  Angeles,  41  percent.  Cars  surveyed 
with  tanks  less  than  half  full  were  checked  as  follows:  Los  Angeles,  59 
percent;  Oakland,  3#  percent,  and  San  Francisco,  36  percent. 

San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps  hosted  a monthly  meeting  on  Sept,  12  «f 
Region  2 Operational  Area  Coordinators  at  Treasure  Island.  A highlight 
was  a tour  of  the  Damage  Control  Training  School  Command,  operated  by 
the  Navy,  Admiral  A.G,  Cook  gave  a report  on  the  Disaster  Corps’  year- 
long information  and  education  program.  He  also  made  a brief  report  on 
the  U.o.  Civil  Defense  Council’s  conference  which  he  attended  in Dejrrof.^, 
on  September  3.  Next  meeting  has  been  tentatively  set  for  Santa  Rosa  on 
October  24. 

Inspector  William  Osterloh,  SFPD.  chief  training  officer,  returned  Mon- 
day from  1/as  Vegas  after  witnessing  an  atomic  burst  at  the  Nevada  prov- 
ing ground.  He  said  it  was  a spectacular  sight,  adding:’’ It  is  paradoxi- 
cal that  the  terrifying  spectacle  of  the  splitting  of  the  atom  might  be 
called  a beautiful  phenomenon,"

Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  CD  director,  will  attend  "Operation 
Sentinel  No.  2,"  a FCDA-sponsored  exercise  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  in  Santa  Rosa.  Objectives  of  the  exercise  are:  1)  To  identify 
major  CD  defense  problems  and  develop  techniques  for  solving  them;  2) 

To  achieve  greater  familiarity  of  participants  with  complex  situations 
resulting  from  a probable  attack;  3)  To  obtain  greater  understanding  of 
non-military  defense  roles  of  other  Federal  agencies,  and  4)  To  achieve 
improved  interplay  between  levels  of  government  and  their  ability  to  co- 
operate in  working  out  specific  problems. 

FIRE  AUXILIARY  RESERVE  - A big  feature  of  Civil  Defense  Week  was  the- 
colorful  demonstration  staged  by  volunteer  fire  fighters.  At  each  bat- 
talion office,  an  auxiliary  fire  pumper  was  on  display,  with  a member 
of  the  reserve  explaining  to  the  public  how  the  apparatus  would  function 
in  the  event  of  a disaster.  "It  was  a most  successful  demonstration,  and 
the  public  got  a good  insight  of  the  importance  and  need  -of  an  auxiliary 
reserve,"  said  Battalion  Chief  Chris  Hayes,  head  of  the  service.

’’The  survival  of  the  nation  depends  upon  the  ability  of  Federal,  State 
and  local  governments  to  carry  out  their  responsibilities  in  the  event 
of  a massive  nuclear  attack.. .We  cannot  expect  the  people  to  rallyfully 
behind  CD  without  first  having  our  governments  lead  the  way.  If  our  ef- 
forts are  to  be  effective,  CD  must  be  recognized  as  a responsibility  of 
government  at  all  levels.”  — FCDA  Administrator  Leo  A.  Hoegh 

Two  basic  factors,  leadership  and  training,  are  responsible  for  this 
city’s  splendid  Civil  Defense  program.  This  opinion  was  expressed  by 
General  F.F.  Worthington,  Federal  Civil  Defense  Coordinator  for  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  in  the  September  issue  of  Canada’s  Federal  CD  Bulle- 
tin. General  Worthington  was  a recent  visitor  to  headquarters.  He  spent 
some  time  with  Admiral  A.G.  Cook  reviewing  the  Corps’  Operations  Plan 
and  the  evacuation  plan.  Some  of  the  principles  of  the  latter  plan  have 
already  been  adopted  by  Canada’s  CD,  the  General  stated. 

Werthington  showed  particular  interest  in  the  city’s  public  information 
and  education  campaign.  He  said  the  training  program,  as  designed  for 
the  services,  divisions  and  general  public,  contained  essential  and 
fundamental  principles  for  self-survival.  Leadership  among  the  city 
authorities  is  heartening,  the  General  added.  ’’There  can  be  no  apathy 
when  outstanding  leadership  is  given  by  public  officials  such  as  your 
Commander,  Mayor  George  Christopher,”  he  said.  ’’This  kind  of  leadership 
generates  public  confidence.” 

Er.  Robert  R.  Newell,  former  professor  of  biophysics  of  Stanford  Univer- 
sity’s School  of  Medicine  is  now  associated  with  the  USN  Radiological 
Defense  Laboratory  at  Hunter’s  Point.  The  eminent  scientist  is  a member 
of  the  Mayor’s  Medical  Advisory  Committee  and  has  been  a consultant  on 
radiology  for  the  Disaster  Corps.  Last  spring,  Dr.  Newell  received  the 
coveted  American  College  of  Radiological  gold  medal  award.

A ’’picket 
ship,”  according  to  Mrs.  Stetson,  is  considered  as  one  of  the  first 
lines  of  defense  against  enemy  aircraft.  These  ships  operate  some  miles 
off  the  coast  and  are  equipped  with  devices  designed  to  detect  unidenti- 
fied planes. 

Lieut.  Stephen  J.  Vogel,  USAF,  principal  speaker  on  October  4 at  the 
quarterly  meeting  of  the  San  Francisco  Post,  told  skywatchers  the  de- 
tection of  planes  must  come  from  the  GOC  and  radar.  He  stressed  the 
need  of  observers  because  the  approcah  of  aircraft  in  some  instances 
can  be  detected  only  by  the  eyes  and  ears  of  plane-spotters.

Increasing  demand  for  the  new  CD  packet  recently  released  by  the  San 
Francisco  Disaster  Corps,  dealing  with  plant  protection,  indicates  that 
management  is  giving  serious  consideration  to  shelter  and  evacuation 
plans.  The  informative  packet  has  been  mailed  out  to  15,000  business 
firms  in  the  city,  including  plants,  factories,  department  stores,  big 
office  buildings,  and  hotels  and  motels.  The  CD  package  contains  ”It’s 
Your  Business,”  specially  designed  to  set  up  adequate  facilities  for 
the  evacuation  or  sheltering  of  their  employees  should  a major  disaster 
strike. 

Battalion  Chief  Gerald  Murphy  and  Lieut.  Emil  Erickson,  of  the  Corps’ 
disaster  team,  have  had  a busy  schedule  the  past  ten  days  helping  man- 
agement establish  a plant  protection  plan  and  re-ins pectirig  facilities 
of  plants  to  comply  with  the  changing  physical  and  scientific  develop- 
ments which  have  occurred  in  recent  months. 

San  Francisco  students  will  have  a better  chance  to  learn  about  radio- 
active contamination  and  radiological  defense,  thanks  to  the  joint  ef- 
fort of  Sears,  Roebuck  and  Company  and  the  San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps. 
As  Sears’  gifts,  George  L.  Parnham,  manager  of  the  company’s  Mission- 
Army  store,  in  conjunction  with  Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  the 
city’s  CD  Director,  Dr.  Edward  Redford,  assistant  superintendent  of 
senior  high  schools  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District,  was 
presented  with  the  instruments  on  November  14. 

In  making  the  presentation,  Mr.  Parnham  said  that  his  company  was  happy 
to  be  able  to  create  more  interest  in  science  by  making  available  these 
education  tools,  ’’since  radioactive  studies  and  radiation  detection  are 
subjects  becoming  increasingly  important  to  school  students.”

Harry  Braze,  a regional  coordinator  for  CDO  in  1951-52,  and  until  re- 
cently affiliated  with  the  army  in  Formosa,  has  been  named  manager  of 
the  survival  staff  which  will  number  30.

The  Disaster  Corps T network  of  air  raid  warning  sirens  will  not  sound 
off  on  Friday,  December  20,  when  the  California  Disaster  Office  holds 
a routine  siren  test  throughout  Region  2.  The  reason  why  the  city  is 
not  participating  in  the  northern  California  test  is  that  plans  and 
specifications  calling  for  relocation  of  some  sirens  and  addition  of 
others  has  not  been  completed.  When  the  relocation  and  installation  of 
sirens  is  completed,  a citywide  test  will  be  held  to  check  for  sound 
coverage  and  mechanical  fitness, 

"Optimism"  was  the  keyword  of  Administrator  Leo  A.  Hoegh,  of  FCDA, wher- 
ever he  went  during  his  visit  this  week  in  San  Francisco,  The  one-time 
governor  of  Iowa,  who  was  named  administrator  by  the  president  last 
•July,  was  guest  speaker  on  Monday  at  a luncheon  opening  the  annual  Mun- 
icipal Association  Congress, 

"A  nuclear  war  of  the  future,"  he  told  more  than  1500  mayors  from  cit- 
ies all  over  the  nation,  "will  be  won  by  the  nation  best  able  to  sus- 
tain itself  after  an  attack.  The  ability  to  survive  cannot  be  summoned 
while  bombs  are  falling  or  created  after  attack  comes.  It  must  be  built 
into  our  daily  living  and  thinking  - especially  into  our  State  and  lo- 
cal governments,  well  in  advance." 

At  a press  conference  on  Tuesday,  the  administrator  said  he  ib  "optim- 
istic" about  the  Congress’  authorization  of  an  air  raid  shelter  progran 
beginning  next  year.  "Total  defense  is  military  and  civil  defense,"  he 
added.  "Whatever  the  cost  of  the  shelter  program,"  he  concluded,  "it 
will  be  well  worth  it  in  terms  of  saving  lives.  If  we  have  an  adequate 
shelter  system,  so  as  to  assure  reduced  casualties,  then  that’s  a det-. 
errent  to  war.  The  enemy  is  not  going  to  attack  an  unprofitable  target.*

At  a civil  defense  meeting  on  January  28  at  Red  Cross  headquarters, 
representatives  of  several  hundred  women fs  organizations  were  apprised 
of  facilities  the  Disaster  Corps  now  can  make  available  to  their  mem- 
bership.

Training  for  Householders.  Copies  of  the  evacuation  route,  radioactive 
fallout,  Siren  Signal  cards,  first  aid,  and  other  vital  material  were 
distributed  to  the  representatives. 

K SCUE  AND  FIRST  AID  SERVICE  - Chief  Thomas  Larke , Jr.  has  experienced 
any  surprising  episodes  during  his  meteoric  career  spanning  35  years 
in  disaster  preparedness.  It  is  doubtful,  however,  if  Tom  ever  was  sur- 
rounded by  an  aura  of  greater  surprise  than  that  of  last  week  when  he 
shuffled  into  a restaurant  for  a quiet  repast  only  to  f ind  "to  his  amaze- 
ment" 75  friends  extending  their  warmth  of  friendship  at  a testimonial 
dinner.

Workers  of  the  San  Francisco  Building  Trades  Council  will  man  posts  of 
the  Disaster  Corps1  rescue  service  in  the  event  of  a major  emergency.

Figuratively  speaking,  San  Francisco  has  begun  to  dig  itself  out  of 
the  shambles  and  debris  that  theoretically  devastated  the  city  last 
Tuesday  when  a make-believe  nuclear  weapon  hit  at  Hunter’s  Point. 

The  mock  enemy  attack  was  part  of  Operation  Alert  195$,  the  nationwide 
CPX.  For  the  first  time  in  the  five  year  history  of  the  exercise,  a 
round-table  discussion  was  employed  during  the  play  at  the  Control 
Center.  During  the  discussion,  chiefs  of  divisions  and  services,  and 
heads  of  city  government  departments,  worked  out  their  problems  and 
reported  their  needs.  Some  semblance  of  communications  despite  wide- 
spread theoretical  damage,  was  maintained  by  "ham"  radio  operators, 
who  broadcasted  a steady  fire  of  messages  that  reached  throughout  the 
cityand  from  San  Benito  County  to  Mendocino  County.  Not  only  was  the 
CPX  successful  from  a training  viewpoint,  but  it  was  generally  con- 
ceded to  be  the  most  invaluable  in  many  other  particulars  to  overall 
CD  personnel  ever  held  insofar  as  the  Disaster  Corps  is  concerned. 

COMMUNICATIONS  DIVISION  - When  San  Francisco’s  new  radio  network  goes 
into  operation  this  month,  it  will  greatly  enhance  police  facilities 
to  broadcast  Civil  Defense  information  if  disaster  should  ever  hit  the 
city,  Donald  0.  Townsend,  Chief  of  the  Department  of  Electricity,  has 
announced.  The  $250,000  police  radio  system  will  connect  the  depart- 
ment’s 195  patrol  cars,  164  motorcycles,  14  emergency  hospital  ambu- 
lances and  three  cnroner  vehicles.  From  base  stations  atop  Twin  Peaks 
and  Christmas  Tree  Point,  radio  calls  will  be  received  on  five  FM 
wave  lengths. 

TRAINING  DIVISION  - A new  schedule  - No.  11  - is  being  issued  with  150 
movies  listed  for  booking.  The  most  popular  new  film  is  a documentary 
entitled  "The  Day  Called  X."  This  realistic  study  depicts  the  period 
between  evacuation  and  take  cover  signals  when  a hypothetical  attack 
threatens  Portland,  Ore.  The  four  Auxiliary  Police  companies  were 
shown  the  film  at  their  April  meetings. 

REGULAR  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  - The  ten  hour  instruction  in  Civil  Defense 
which  regularly  formed  part  of  the  rookie  policemen’s  basic  training 
has  been  expanded  to  20  hours.  Radiological  monitoring,  previously 
offered  as  an  in-service  function,  now  will  be  taught  all  recruits 
during  their  initial  four-month  course.  Laboratory  work  and  field 
practice  methods  will  be  utilized  extensively  in  the  indoctrination.

HEADQUARTERS 

Now  that  a plan  for  the  merger  of  FCDA  and  the  Office  of  Defense 
Mobilization  has  been  approved,  it  is  almost  certain  to  win  confirma- 
tion of  the  Congress,  according  to  reliable  sources  in  Washington. 
Proposed  by  President  Eisenhower  under  general  powers  to  reorganize 
Government  agencies,  the  merger  would  eliminate  overlapping  functions, 
of  the  two  agencies.  Under  the  plan  the  President  would  appoint  a 
director  who  would  have  on  his  staff  a deputy  director  and  three 
assistant  directors.  FCDA  Administrator  Leo  A.  Hoegh’s  reaction  to 
the  plan  is:  "The  consolidation  is  a significant  step  toward  an 

effective,  workable  non-military  defense." 

More  than  4000  delegates  representing  3700  Red  Cross  chapters  across 
the  country  will  convene  in  San  Francisco  May  19,  20  and  21  for  the 
National  Red  Cross  Convention.  General  Alfred  M.  Gruenther,  former 
Commander  of  NATO  and  now  president  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  will 
deliver  the  key  address  at  a banquet,  to  be  held  on  Monday  evening, 

May  19,  in  Civic  Auditorium.  Theme  of  this  year’s  convention  is: 

"On  the  Job  for  You." 

The  third  Annual  Civil  Defense  Week  has  been  tentatively  scheduled 
for  the  seven-day  period,  October  12  through  Id,  a FCDA  source  re- 
vealed this  week.  Details  of  the  week-long  observance  will  be  an- 
nounced just  as  soon  as  they  are  completed.

M ETERNAL  VIGILANCE  IS  THE  PRICE  OF  LIBERTY” 

HEADQUARTERS 

A two-color  leaflet  containing  concise  instructions  on  what  action 
residents  of  San  Francisco  should  take  when  air  raid  warning  siren 
signals  sound  is  currently  being  mailed  to  160,000  water  users  in  the 
city  by  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department.  Prepared  by  the  Disaster 
Corps,  the  leaflet  emphasizes  the  need  to  know  the  meaning  of  the 
"alert”  and  "take  cover"  siren  signals,  and  points  up  telephone  and 
radio  information. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  West  Bay  Counties  Civil  Defense  Planning  Com- 
mittee will  be  held  in  San  Francisco  at  the  Disaster  Corps  headquar- 
ters, 45  Hyde  Street.  Tentative  date  for  the  gathering  has  been  set 
for  Friday,  June  13,  at  10  a.m. 

The  need  for  adequate  shelters  to  protect  people  against  radioactive 
fallout  is  becoming  more  apparent  in  higher  echelons  of  Federal  gov- 
ernment. This  need  was  given  added  impetus  last  week  when  FCDA  Admin- 
istrator Leo  A.  Hoegh  announced  a 5-point  fallout  shelter  program  for 
the  nation  under  the  President’s  reorganization  plan.  The  program 
would  1) , Inform  every  American  of  the  facts  of  effects  of  nuclear 
attack  and  what  steps  he  can  take  to  minimize  such  effects;  2) , Survey 
existing  buildings  to  determine  how  well  they  can  provide  shelter 
against  radioactive  fallout;  3),  Accelerate  research  to  show  how  shel- 
ters can  be  incorporated  in  existing  structures:  4) , Construct  various 
types  of  prototype  shelters  to  be  tested;  and  5) , Provide  leadership 
by  the  Administration  by  example  in  incorporating  shelters  in  appro- 
priate new  Federal  buildings.

GROUND  OBSERVER  CORPS  - As  part  of  their  routine  training,  forty-six 
members  of  the  San  Francisco  Post  this  Saturday  will  make  a guided  in- 
spection tour  of  the  U.S.  Air  Force’s  radar  station  on  Mt.  Tamalpais. 
Plane-spotters  without  transportation  are  urged  to  be  at  the  Presidio 
by  8:15  a.m.  where  the  Air  Force  will  provide  bus  service,  according 
to  Mrs.  Dorothy  Pillsbury  Stetson,  supervisor  of  the  Post.  Mrs.  Stet- 
son also  announced  that  the  next  general  meeting  of  members  will  take 
place  Friday,  June  6,  at  1541  Taraval  Street,  at  which  time  skywatchers 
will  be  presented  with  wings  and  awards  of  merit.

HEADQUARTERS 


The  Congress  this  week  approved  a bill  that  will  merge  the  Federal 
Civil  Defense  Administration  with  the  Office  of  Defense  Mobilization. 
Effective  July  1st,  the  two  consolidated  Federal  government  agencies 
will  be  known  as  the  Office  of  Defense  and  Civilian  Mobilization. 

Current  FCDA  concepts  will  be  the  topic  of  a talk  FCDA  Administrator 
Leo  A.  Hoegh  will  make  Saturday  at  the  Sixth  Annual  National  Civil 
Defense  Conference  at  the  Sheraton-Palace  Hotel.  The  American  Medical 
Association’s  Council  on  National  Defense,  the  Twelfth  Naval  District, 
and  the  Alameda-Contra  Costa  Medical  Association  are  co-sponsors  of 
i the  conference. 

TRAINING  DIVISION  - The  Disaster  Corps  this  week  acquired  a print  of 
the  film  "The  Day  Called  X"  for  its  permanent  list  of  civil  defense 
movie  bookings.  This  outstanding  documentary  movie  is  a realistic 
presentation  of  an  evacuation  period  in  a simulated  enemy  attack  on  a 
major  target  city.  It  was  produced  last  year  by  the  Portland  (Oregon) 
Disaster  Relief  and  Civil  Defense  organization  and  immediately  won 
national  recognition  as  a top-flight  documentary  film.

They  are  doing  by  compulsion  what  we  hope  to  accomplish  through  guid- 
ance. Frankly  our  way  is  the  best  way.  2) , I realize  that  many  of 
our  citizens  expect  a civil  defense , to  be  built  somewhere  and  shipped 
out  to  them,  complete  and  functioning.  There  are  even  more  who  would 
be  willing  to  buy  civil  defense,  just  as  they  buy  military  defense 
with  their  tax  dollars.  They  miss  the  point  that  since  nuclear  war 
would  affect  everyone,  there  would  be  no  one  to  employ.  Civil  defense 
is  everyone’s  business.  All  we  can  do  is  to  make  people  understand 
this,  see  to  it  that  the  hardware  is  in  place,  and  give  the  people  the 
leadership  and  the  know-how  they  must  have  in  time  of  crisis.  3), 
No... we  can’t  buy  civil  defense  — we  must  live  it.  There  is  no  other 
way.

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Mayor  George  Christopher,  Commander  of  the  Disaster  Council  and  Corps, 
last  Tuesday  sent  the  following  memorandum  to  chiefs  and  heads  of  all 
city  departments,  boards  and  commissions:  "Events  of  the  past  day  in- 

dicate how  rapidly  the  international  situation  can  change.  The  only 
prudent  thing  we  can  do  is  to  maintain  a high  degree  of  readiness  for 
disaster  at  all  times. 

"I  therefore  direct  each  city  department  to  carefully  review  their 
disaster  plans,  to  insure  that  they  are  complete  and  in  accord  with 
previous  directives  from  this  office.” 


A test  of  ten  new  attack  warning  sirens  and  two  reconditioned  sounding 
devices  will  be  held  on  Friday,  July  25.  Authorized  by  Mayor  George 
Christopher,  Commander  of  the  Disaster  Corps,  each  of  the  12  sirens 
will  sound  off  individually  between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and  4 p.m. 
Mayor  Christopher  said  the  test  is  being  ordered  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  whether  or  not  they  conform  with  contract  specifications. 
Sirens  to  be  tested  are  located  at  the  following  points:  Post  and 

Leavenworth  Streets;  Geary  and  Powell  Streets;  California  and  Quincy 
Streets;  Ferry  Building;  Fremont  between  Folsom  and  Harrison  Streets 
Daniel  Webster  School,  20th  and  Texas  Streets ;. Army  Street  and  South 
Van  Ness  Avenue;  Ocean  and  Herold  Avenues;  Ulloa  School,  42nd  Avenue 
and  Vicente  Street;  Francis  Scott  Key  School,  43rd  Avenue  and  Kirkham 
Street;  Sutro  School,  12th  Avenue  between  Clement  and  California 
Streets;  and  Sarah  B.  Cooper  School,  Lombard  and  Jones  Streets. 


The  general  public  is  invited  to  take  training  in  a special  course 
dealing  with  the  essential  fundamentals  of  disaster  preparedness.  All 
classes  will  be  held  at  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  headquarters  of  the 
American  Red  Cross,  1625  Van  Nees  Avenue,  beginning  Tuesday,  July  29, 
at  2 p.m.  Prepared  by  the  Disaster  Corps  and  called  Civil  Defense  for 
Householders,  the  course  consists  of  four  2-hour  sessions.  They  in- 
clude civil  defense,  nuclear,  fire  and  psychological  defense.  Other 
classes  are  slated  for  August  5,  12  and  19. 

TRAINING  DIVISION  - The  Disaster  Corps’  Warden  training  program  of 
nine  courses  and  made  up  of  33  separate  classes  has  been  streamlined. 
According  to  Inspector  William  Osterloh,  SFPD,  the  Corps’  chief  train- 
ing officer,  the  program  has  been  cut  to  five  eight-hour  series.  A 
major  change  is  the  adoption  of  the  popular  Civil  Defense  for  House- 
holders’ instruction  as  the  "basic”  course,  and  the  introduction  of  a 
Modern  Weapons  series  which  includes  radiological,  biological  and 
chemical  defense  subjects  into  a single  series.

"It’s  Your  Life"  is  the  title  of  a new  radio  serial  that  will  be 
broadcast  beginning  this  Sunday,  July  27,  at  9:05  a.m.  over  the  facil- 
ities of  station  KNBC.  The  initial  program  will  highlight  scramble, 
radar  and  interception  tactics  and  will  be  built  around  a discussion 
on  these  subjects  by  Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  San  Francisco 
Civil  Defense  director;-  Lieut.  Colonel  JohnP.  Byrne,  USAF,  commanding 
t officer  of  the  Air  Force’s  radar  installation  on  Mt.  Tamalpais,  and 
Lieut.  Stanley  N.  Petersen,  Sheriff’s  office,  assistant  CD  director 
of  Alameda  County. 

The  dramatic  serial,  specially  produced  by  KNBC,  will  cover  many  sig- 
nificant aspects  of  CD  and  home  preparedness. 

| The  first  class  in  Civil  Defense  for  Householders  will  be  held  on 
next  Tuesday  at  the  San  Francisco  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross, 
1625  Van  Ness  Avenue,  at  2 p.m.  The  four-session  course  is  open  to 
| the  general  public.  Many  vital  factors  essential  for  disaster  pre- 
paredness are  included  in  the  instruction.  Classes  in  nuclear  defense, 
fire  defense  and  psychological  defense  are  scheduled  for  August  5,  12, 
and  19,  respectively. 

AUXILIARY  POLICE  RESERVE  - A new  Auxiliary  Police  manual  has  been  com- 
pleted replacing  the  1956  edition.  The  mimeographed  booklet  contains 
| 06. carefully  selected  excerpts  from  State  and  city  statutes,  which  are 
of  great  importance  to  the  Reserve  member  in  the  performance  of  his 
everyday  police  duties.

HEADQUARTERS 

A test  in  which  all  fifty-one  sirens  of  the  cityTs  air  raid  warning 
system  will  sound  off  is  scheduled  for  Friday  morning,  August  $,  at 
10  o’clock.  Authorized  by  Mayor  George  Christopher,  Commander  of  the 
Disaster  Corps,  the  test  will  begin  at  10  a.m.  when  the  sirens  sound 
a three-minute  warbling  blast,  simulating  the  "take  cover"  signal. 

From  10:03  to  10:05,  the  sirens  will  remain  silent.  Then  at  10:05, 
they  will  be  activated  again  with  a four-minute  blast,  denoting  the 
"alert"  signal . 

"Some  new  sirens  were  added  recently  to  the  network;  other  siren  lo- 
cations have  been  changed,  and  still  other  sounding  devices  have  been 
increased  in  audio  output,"  Mayor  Christopher  said.  "Purpose  of  hold- 
ing the  August  8 test,"  the  Mayor  added,  "is  to  check  the  siren’s 
sound  coverage  and  determine  their  mechanical  fitness." 

There  will  be  no  participation  by  the  general  public.  Motor  traffic 
and  other  everyday  normal  pursuits  will  continue  as  usual. 

At  long  last  the  Congress  has  approved  legislation  giving  the  Federal 
government  joint  responsibility  for  civil  defense.  According  to  re- 
liable sources,  President  Eisenhower  is  expected  to  sign  into  law  the 
legislation  known  as  the  Durham  Bill,  HR-7576,  within  ten  days.  The 
measure,  sent  this  week  to  the  White  House  for  the  President’s  signa- 
ture, was  passed  by  the  House  on  Monday.  It  will  supersede  the  pres- 
ent law  under  which  Civil  Defense  is  considered  mostly  as  a State  and 
local  responsibility.  House  members  passed  the  bill  with  approved 
Senate  amendments  which  they  (the  House)  had  passed  last  year,  reports 
UPI  news  service. 

The  second  class  in  the  current  Civil  Defense  for  Householders’  course 
will  be  held  next  Tuesday  at  headquarters  of  the  American  Red  Cross, 
1625  Van  Ness  Avenue,  at  2 p.m.  The  subject  to  be  discussed  will  be 
on  nuclear  defense.  Especially  designed  for  homemakers,  the  initial 
class  last  week  attracted  73  persons.  The  general  public  is  invited 
to  attend  this  important  course  on  home  preparedness. 

TRAINING  DIVISION  - With  training  activities  in  August  expected  to 
reach  a seasonal  low,  September  and  October  instruction  schedules  are 
heavy.

Sirens  in  the  Presidio  and  Fort  Mason  and  at  the  Naval  Shipyards  at 
HunterTs  Point  will  sound  off  simultaneously  with  those  in  San  Fran- 
cisco’s air  raid  warning  system  tomorrow  ( August  $)  at  10  a.m.  The 
primary  purpose  of  the  test  is  to  determine  coverage  of  the  siren's 
range  of  audibility.  There  will  be  no  participation  by  the  general 
public.  The  test  will  begin  at  10  a.m.  and  end  at  10:09  a.m. 

The  American  Municipal  Association,  of  which  Mayor  George  Christopher, 
Commander  of  the  Disaster  Corps  is  president,  has  just  submitted  to 
President  Eisenhower  a report  on  reassessment  of  the  viewpoint  of  the 
nation’s  municipal  leadership  regarding  the  practical  "at  home"  aspects 
of  Civil  Defense. 

The  report,  "The  Municipal  Viewpoint  on  Civil  Defense,  1953”  was  com- 
piled from  questionnaires  from  153  American  cities,  and  included  ref- 
erences to  some  30  other  communities. 

In  a letter  with  the  report  to  the  President,  the  Mayor  assured  him 
of  the  AMAM’s  continuing  interest  in  effective  Civil  Defense  and ’bur 
willingness  to  be  of  any  possible;  service  to  any  executive  or  legisla- 
tive agency  concerned  with  the  subject,  so  presently  vital  to  the  pre- 
servation of  the  nation  and  its  people."

HEADQUARTERS 

’’Head  for  the  Hills”  is  the  title  of  the  fourth  in  a series  of  radio 
programs  which  will  be  broadcast  this  Sunday  via  KNBC  at  9:05  a.m. 
Inspector  William  J.  Osterloh,  chief  training  officer  of  the  Disaster 
Corps  and  Sergeant  Paul  Latoures  of  the  California  Highway  Patrol, 
will  discuss  the  concept  of  evacuation  and  the  traffic  flow  pattern. 
Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  the  city’s  Civil  Defense  director, 
will  act  as  moderator  of  the  show. 

The  twenty-week  serial,  highlighting  many  vital  facets  of  disaster 
preparedness  and  self-survival,  is  being  produced  by  National  Broad- 
casting Company  as  part  of  the  Corps’  year-round  education  and  public 
information  campaign. 

The  final  class  of  a Civil  Defense  for  Householders  course  will  be 
held  next  Tuesday  afternoon  at  headquarters  of  the  American  Red  Cross, 
1625  Van  Ness  Avenue,  at  2 o’clock.  Instruction  in  this  session  will 
deal  with  psychological  defense  in  disaster  preparedness.  Attendance 
has  been  averaging  71  persons. 

All  51  sirens  of  San  Francisco’s  air  raid  warning  system  sounded  off 
last  Friday  in  a test  for  audibility  and  sound  coverage.  Pre-arranged 
monitors  in  the  field  submitted  reports  indicating  that  the  test  pro- 
duced the  best  sound  coverage  since  the  system  was  installed.  Among 
the  sirens  activated  were  ten  new  ones  and  two  that  were  recently  re- 
located. The  sound-off  was  held  simultaneously  with  tests  held  in  the 
Presidio,  Fort  Mason  and  the  Naval  Shipyards  at  Hunter’s  Point. 

AMERICAN  RED  CROSS  - Members  of  the  Disaster  Corps  and  the  general 
public  are  invited  to  attend  a Standard  First  Aid  Course  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chapter  will  conduct  beginning  Monday,  August  25,  at  1625  Van 
Ness  Avenue.  Classes  will  be  held  on  Mondays  and  Thursdays  at  7:30 
p.m.  The  course  consists  of  five  two-hour  sessions. 

AUXILIARY  POLICE  RESERVE  - Reserve  officers  again  will  patrol  Kezar 
Stadium  and  environ  during  the  1953  professional  football  season  be- 
ginning Sunday,  August  17 .

The  fifth  show  in  a series  of  documentary  radio  programs  designed  to 
acquaint  the  public  with  a number  of  important  aspects  on  home  pre- 
paredness and  self-survival  will  be  aired  this  Sunday  by  KNBC  at  9:05 
a.m.  Discussion  will  center  around  nWhat  Kind  of  a Bomb ...  conven- 
tional, nuclear,  germ  or  gas?"  Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  moder- 
ator of  the  series,  will  have  as  his  panel  guests  Captain  C.H.  Coggins, 
USN,  MD,  Commanding  Officer,  US  Naval  Dispensary,  Mare  Island,  and 
Lieut.  Stanley  N.  Petersen,  of  the  Alameda  sheriff’s  office  and  assist- 
ant CD  director  of  Alameda  County. 

The  series  comprising  20  programs  is  being  produced  by  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  as  a public  service  to  the  Disaster  Corps’  con- 
tinuing campaign  on  public  education  and  information. 

Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  San  Francisco’s  CD  director,  will  leave  on  Septem- 
ber 3 to  attend  the  seventh  annual  conference  of  the  United  States 
Civil  Defense  Council,  to  be  held  in  New  York,  September  9th  to  12th. 
Among  the  chief  subjects  that  will  be  discusssed  is  the  new  Durham 
law  which  now  makes  the  Federal  government  jointly  responsible  with 
State  and  local  governments  for  maintenance  and  operation  of  civil 
defense. 

Certain  civil  defense  equipment  formerly  earmarked  by  the  Federal  con- 
tributions program  for  operational  use  only  in  time  of  disaster  result- 
ing from  an  enemy  attack  can  now  be  utilized  for  other  kinds  of  disas- 
ter, according  to  a directive  issued  by  the  California  Disaster  Office. 
In  essence  the  new  policy  authorized  by  the  Federal  government  would 
permit  secondary  use  of  CD  equipment  such  as  state-owned  operational 
first-aid  station  supplies;  communications  and  other  mutual  aid  para- 
phernalia and  supplies;  fire  apparatus  to  combat  multiple-alarm  fires, 
and  equipment  for  some  training  purposes. 

Secondary  use  of  this  equipment  under  the  Federal  contributions  pro- 
gram, according  to  the  directive,  is  contingent  on  the  fact  that  utili- 
zation would  not  jeopardise  the  equipment’s  immediate  availability 
for  operational  use  in  a state  of  extreme  emergency. 

TRAINING  DIVISION  - The  daytime  Civil  Defense  for  Householders  Course 
concluded  last  Tuesday  at  the  American  Red  Cross  headquarters  was  so 
successful  from  a standpoint  of  interest  and  attendance  that  an  even- 
ing series  has  been  scheduled  for  November,  Inspector  William  J.  Oster- 
loh,  SFPD,  chief  training  officer  of  the  Disaster  Corps  announced.

Avenue  Thursdays,  October  16 , 23,  30  and  November  5,  at  7:30  o’clock. 
"Civil  defense  is  our  front  line  of  security  in  event  of  an  enemy 
! attack  or  natural  disaster  and  being  prepared  at  home  is  an  American 
imust,"  said  Mayor  George  Christopher,  Commander  of  the ; Disaster  Corps. 
"Every  citizen  should  know  what  to  do  to  help  himself ,- assist  his  family, 
j and  aid  his  neighbor,"  the  Mayor  stated.  "These  two  courses  have  been 
^especially  prepared  by  the  Disaster  Corps  for  our  citizens,  and  I 
strongly  urge  homemakers,  men  of  labor,  business  executives,  in  fact 
people  from  every  walk  of  life,  to  take  advantage  of  the  vital  training 
these  courses  offer  in  civil,  nuclear,  fire  and  psychological  defense." 

Beginning  with  the  next  issue,  the  Newsletter  will  be  published  on  the 
I second  Thursday  of  each  month  instead  of  every  week.  Under  this  new 
('arrangement,  a more  comprehensive  coverage  of  civil  defense  news  items 
and  events  at  the  local,  state  and  federal  levels  will  be  published, 
i According  to  present  plans,  the  format  will  be  changed  slightly,  and 
the  number  of  pages  expanded  to  four. 

On  Saturday,  4,500,000  of  our  finest  young  men,  The  Boy  Scouts  of  Amer- 
ica, will  call  on  every  home  across  this  nation.  They  will  be  deliver- 
ing 40  million  copies  of  a "Handbook  for  Emergencies"  published  by  the 
Office  of  Civil  and  Defense  Mobilization.  In  San  Francisco  several 
thousand-  scouts  will  participate  in  this  patriotic  endeavor. 

This  handbook,  which  will  be  distributed  thrQUgh  what  has  been  termed 
"one  of  the  greatest,  if  not  the  greatest,  home  safety  activities,"  by 
the  National  Safety  Council,  is  an  excellant -’publication , that  should 
be  read  and  studied  by  every  member  of  the  family. 

The  booklet  is  divided  into  five  chapters.  Chapter  one  lists, the  pre- 
paredness necessary  to  family  survival  in  the  event  of  a disaster  and 
(includes  home  shelter,  disaster  know-how,  and  first  aid  essentials.  The 
^second  section  outlines  the  warning  signal  procedures  while  the  third 
j division  explains  Conelrad  instructions. 


Chapter  four  deals  with  the  vitally  important  fallout  protection  in- 
structions that  every  family  should  fully  understand.  In  conclusion, 
the  illustrated  publication  recounts  in  detail  the  three  basic  require- 
ments in  community  planning.  They  are  leadership,  local  evacuation 
plans,  and  shelters. 

The  activity  in  this  city  will  be  carried  out  under  the  direction  of 
Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  Disaster  Corps’  CD  director,  and  chair- 
man of  the  San  Francisco  Scouts’  home  safety  program.

Medical  Profession  Responds  To  Questionnaire 

Response  to  a questionnaire  mailed  this  month  to  2,000  San  Francisco 
physicians,  dentists  and  registered  nurses  has  been  most  gratifying, 
reports  Dr.  Samuel  R.  Sherman,  chairman  of  the  assignment  committee 
of  the  Mayor’s  Medical  Advisory  Committee.  Purpose  of  the  mailout 
was  to  determine  the  approximate  number  of  the  city’s  medical  person- 
nel that  would  be  expected  to  go  to  the  various  reception  areas  in 
the  event  the  air  raid  warning  sirens  sounded  the  evacuation  signal. 


’’Ten  For  Survival’’  Television  Series  On  KQED 

A weekly  television  series  entitled  "Ten  For  Survival"  is  currently 
being  telecast  by  KQED-TV  (Channel  9)  Thursday  nights  at  10  o’clock. 
This  public  service  education  program  depicting  the  problems  of  man’s 
adaptation  to  the  nuclear  age  will  be  televised  for  the  next  ten  weeks. 
Produced  by  a special  National  Broadcasting  Company  staff  in  conjunc- 
tion with  OCDM  and  supervised  by  Robert  Sarnoff,  chairman  of  the  board 
of  NBC,  this  and  other  series  will  explore  current  attitudes  toward 
defense  against  nuclear  weapons,.  "In  light  of  what  we  find,"  said 
Mr.  Sarnoff,  "we  shall  seek  to  combat  misconceptions,  allay  ground- 
less fears  and  bolster  our  preparedness  as  individuals  and  as  a 
nation.  The  need  for  preparedness  and  a strong  defense  has  become 
one  of  the  grim  facts  of  life  in  the  Twentieth  Century.  Here,  this 
country’s  broadcasters  have  a critical  role  to  play  beyond  their 
programming  effort." 

Another  chapter  in  "This  Is  Your  Life,"  a documentary  radio  series,  on 
Disaster  Corps’  educational  program  for  self-help  and  self-survival, 
will  be  broadcast  Sunday  over  station  KNBC , at  9:05  a.m.  The  serial 
is  produced  by  National  Broadcasting  Company  as  part  of  the  Disaster 
Corps’  year-long  education  and  public  information  campaign. 


New  Conelrad  Scripts  For  Radio  Stations 


New  suggested  scripts  and  fact  sheets  are  being  provided  to  105 
Conelrad  radio  stations  in  the  state.,  it  has  been  announced  by  the 
California  Disaster  Office.  Prepared  by  Harry  Warren,  CDO  public 
affairs  officer  after  a five-month  research,  the  new  material  replaces 
emergency  broadcasting  transcriptions  now  on  file  in  key  stations  of 
the  various  Conelrad  clusters.  The  revamped  scripts,  to  be  recorded 
by  well-known  local  radio  announcers,  will  be  utilized  only  in  time 
of  a major  disaster  or  emergency. 


Senate  Staff  Member  Lauds  Disaster  Corps 

One  of  the  most  efficient  civil  defense  organizations  in  the  nation 
is  the  San  Francisco  Disaster  Council  and  Corps.  This  opinion  was 
expressed  last  month  by  Miles  Scull,  Jr.,  staff  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Government  Operation  of  the  United  States  Senate.  Mr.  Scull,  who 
visited  San  Francisco  to  make  a three-day  study  of  CD  operations  in 
this  area,  is  investigating  disaster  operational  setups  in  big  target 
cities  throughout  the  country.  "The  significant  thing  about  the  San 
Francisco  Disaster  Corps ’ program  is  that  it  is  something  more  practi- 
cal than  a voluminous  plan  on  paper,"  Mr.  Scull  said.  "San  Francisco 
has  a plan  that  has  been  so  carefully  prepared,  studied  and  developed 
through  participation  in  national  command  post  exercises , that  it  would 
become  a vital  and  active  operation  in  a matter  of  minutes  after  an 
alert  was  signalled,"  said  Mr.  Scull.  "It  is  one  of  three  or  four 
most  practical  and  workable  programs  in  the  country,"  Mr.  Scull  as- 
serted. 


National  Plan  For  CD-Defense  Mobilization 

President  Eisenhower  has  signed  the  much  needed  National  Plan  for 
Civil  Defense  and  Defense  Mobilization.  The  olan  coordinates  national 
non-military  responsibilities  to  deter  aggression  and  for  national 
survival  should  an  enemy  attack  occur.  It  not  only  clearly  defines 
the  roles  Federal,  State  and  local  governments  would  play  in  perform- 
ing non-military  functions  to  prevent,  minimize,  repair  and  recover 
from  injury  and  damage,  but  also  outlines  the  operation  of  mobiliza- 
tion, and  management  of  resources  and  production.  The  plan  contains 
forty-one  annexes,  ranging  from  radiological  defense  to  research  and 
development. 


Ad  Club  Unit’s  Counseling  Will  Continue 

At  a recent  meeting  of  the  Civic  Affairs  Committee  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Advertising  Club,  Chairman  Raymond  Penfield,  outlined  the  com- 
mittee’s plans  for  1959.  Major  job  of  the  organization  will  be  giving 
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all-out  aid  to  the  San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps.  The  Ad  Club  and 
Mr.  Ralph  Cahn  of  the  Cahn-Seid  Advertising  Company  made  an  outstand- 
ing public  service  contribution  to  the  local  CD’s  year-long  public 
information  and  education  campaign  over  a year  ago.  Mr.  Cahn  is  the 
author  of  the  popular  booklet,  nIt’s  Your  Life,”  which  has  been 
distributed  by  the  Boy  Scouts  to  every  home  in  the  city. 


Basic  CD  Training  Class  To  Begin  November  IB. 

As  an  important  part,  of  its  year-round  public  information  program, 
the  Disaster' Corps  will  conduct  another  basic  training  course  based 
on  the  principles  of  s elf- survival . The  course  consisting  of  four 
two-hour  classes  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  November  1$,  and  will  be  held 
at  the  headquarters  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  1625  Van  Ness  Avenue, 
at  7:30  p.m.  Other  classes  will  take  place,  on  November  25,  and  Decem- 
ber 2 and  9.  Instruction  will  highlight  basic  information  necessary 
for  planning  the.  best  course  of  action  for  families  and  individuals, 
and  will  include  training  in  civil  defense,  nuclear  defense,  fire  de- 
fense and  psychological  defense.  Mayor  George  Christopher  recently 
issued  a public  announcement  urging  all  San  Francisco  citizens  who 
have  not  received  this  training  to  sign  up  for  the  November  IS  course. 


Red  Cross-Postal  Authorities  In  Joint  Pact 

The  American  Red  Cross  and  the  Post  Office  Department  have  announced 
the  adoption  of  a plan  designed  to  help  unite  families  separated  by 
disasters.  Essence  of  the  plan  is  to  use  postal  identification  cards 
as  the  quickest  means  of  bringing  together  families  and  friends.  It 
would  notify  relatives  and  friends  faster  than  previously  about  sur- 
vivors in  a major  disaster,  and  make  temporary  addresses  of  persons 
evacuated  quickly  available  to  those  interested.  The  plan  will  go 
into  effect  this  month ,.  Red  .Cross  .and  . postal  authorities  report. 

Fire  Houses,  Police  Stations  Supply  CD  Material 

The  Disaster  Corps’  campaign  to  keep  the  public  fully  informed  has 
been  given  added  impetus  by  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments .Currently 
53  fire  houses  and  nine  police  stations  throughout  the  city  are  fully 
supplied  with  important  CD  literature  for  public  consumption.  Materia] 
also  is  available  at  the  Police  Academy,  Fulton  Street  at  37th  Avenue. 
"People  usually  know  where  police-  stations  and  fire  houses  are  locatec 
in  their  neighborhoods,  and  it  is; because  of  this  fact  that  I have 
ordered  placement  of  vital  civil  defense  booklets,  pamphlets  and  leaf- 
lets in  these  key  stations  and  houses,”  said  Mayor  George  Christopher. 

Police  Department  Continues  Radiological  Schooling 

The  Police  Department’s  intensified  effort  to  indoctrinate  all  patrol 
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personnel  in  radiological  monitoring  techniques  continues.  With  every 
Friday  devoted  to  the  technical  subject  at  the  Police  Academy,  73  of- 
ficers presently  are  participating  in  the  instruction  and  223  have 
completed  training  since  the  current  series  began  in  May.  In  addition, 
60  recruits  will  include  radiological  instrumentation  in  their  four- 
month  course.

More  than  400  members 
of  the  department  will  receive  radiological  indoctrination  over  a 
three  month  period,  Chief  Murray  said.  Instruction  will  be  given  by 
Lieuts.  William  Best,  Frank  Mull ally,  Herman  Ebbenritter  and  Lou 
Cambou,  the  Disaster  Corps’  Health  and  Medical  Liaison  officer.' 


Radiation  Kits  Given  To  S.F.  High  Schools 

Kits  containing  nuclear  detection  instruments  were  presented  to  four 
San  Francisco  high  schools  at  an  informal  ceremony  on  December  11 
at  Disaster  Corps  headquarters.  Distribution  of  the  kits  was  made 
possible  through  the  aid  of  OCDM  and  the  California  Disaster  Office. 
The  equipment  will  assist  students  at  Galileo,  Polytechnic,  Mission 
and  George  ‘Washington  high  schools  to  incorporate  radiological’ safety 
education  in  their  curriculum.  The  kits  include  laboratory  demon- 
strations and  exercises  which  have  been  tested  in  science  classes  by 
teachers  using  these  instruments.  Equipment  in  the  kits  are:  radio- 

logical survey  meters  and  dosimeters,  dosimeter  chargers,  and  a com- 
parison standard  source  for  food  and  water.

Don’t  Rely  On  Military  Aid  Warns  US  General 

Many  people  are  fearful  that  if  an  enemy  attack  ever  does  occur,  or 
that  a major  natural  catastrophe  should  strike  this  country,  the 
military  would  take  over.  This  is  not  a fact.  Further  evidence  of 
this  misconception  was  shown  the  other  day  when  the  Commander  of  the 
United  States  Continental  Army  warned  Civil  Defense  officials  against 
relying  on  military  help  in  event  of  war.  General  Bruce  C.  Clarke 
told  the  National  Association  of  State  and. Territorial-  CD  directors 
at  a meeting  at  the  North  American  Air  Defense  Command  in  Colorado 
Springs,  "that  your  plans,  your  training  and  your  experience,  .proper- 
ly used  mean  the  difference  between  success  and  failure."  General 
Clarke  informed  the  CD  directors  that  the  military  and  CD  face  an 
awesome  responsibility  in  preserving  the  peace,  yet  preparing  for  war 
in  the  event  it  should  come.

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Cities  Must  Gear  CD  Plans  To  U.S.  Program 


Unless  local  community  planning  is  made  to  dovetail  with  an  over-all 
national  government  blueprint,  these  communities  will  be  denied  Fed- 
eral funds  for  civilian  defense. 

This  observation  was  made  by  Leo  A.  Hoegh,  director  of  the  Office  of 
Civil  and  Defense  Mobilization,  at  a meeting  of  the  President’s  Advis- 
ory Council  on  December  29,  at  the  Claremont  Hotel,  Oakland. 

Hoegh  placed  particular  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  the  Federal  plan , 
provides  merely  a routine  outline  for  civilian  defense  and  mobiliza- 
tion steps  to  be  taken  in  event  of  a limited  war  or  an  all-out  war, 
or  if  international  tension  threatens  to  reach  the  saturation  point. 

He  noted  that  the  plan  includes  40  subdivisions,  or  annexes,  covering 
such  topics  as  the  role  of  the  military,  continuity  of  government  and 
movement  of  civilians.  He  said  copies  of  the  skeletonized  plan  are 
being  mailed  to  all  cities  of  more  than  5 >000,  local  and  State  civil- 
ian defense  agencies  and  various  civic  organizations. 

Hoegh  pointed  out  the  possibility  of  activating  the  Maritime  Training 
Station  at  Alameda  as  a site  for  a projected  Western  Staff  College 
for  Federal,  State  and  local  civil  defense  officials. 


Regular  Police  Officers  Take  CD  Training 

One  of  the  biggest  Police  Department  recruit  classes  in  history  - 76  - 
will  participate  in  a 17  hour  CD  training  course  as  part  of  their 
standard  course.  The  group,  scheduled  to  graduate  March  6,  will  be 
certified  as  radiological  monitors  upon  completion  of  their  training.

Judge  Milton  D.  Sapiro,  Civic  Leader,  Dies 


Superior  Judge  Milton  D.  Sapiro,  steadfast  friend  to  the  youth' of  San 
Francisco,  died  on  December  22  after  a brief  illness.  A dominant  fig- 
ure in  CD  activities  during  World  War  11 , and  a staunch  leader  in  the 
city’s  preparedness  planning  in  the  intervening  years,  Judge  Sapiro 
was  Judge  Advocate  of  the  Warden  Service  of  the  Disaster  Corps  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

He  seldom  missed  a monthly  meeting  of  the  CD  Council  and  he  always, 
was  an  active  participant  in  national  command  post  exercises.  The 
Judge  was  a balloon  observer  with  the  Army  in  World  War  1.  He  was 
wounded  in  the  Argonne  drive  and  was  awarded  the  Purple  Heart. 

It  was  a well-known  fact  that  working  with  youngsters  was  the  heart 
and  soul  of  his  career.  Not  only  did  the  Judge  spend  five  years 
as  a thoughtful  and  sympathetic  counselor  in  the  juvenile  court,  but 
he  devoted  many  hours  of  his  own  time  to  work  with  Boy  Scouts  and 
other  youth  groups. 

Typically,  he  was  at  a Boy  Scout  gathering  when  he  first  was  stricken 
ill  on  December  13  with  his  fatal  illness.  When  not  active  in  Scout 
affairs,  he  devoted  much  of  his  time  to  American  Legion  programs  and 
CD  activities. 

Mayor  George  Christopher,  Commander  of  the  Disaster  Corps,  expressed 
the  city’s  sorrow  in  a statement  which  called  attention  to  his  abid- 
ing interest  in  the  welfare  of  young  people. 


’’Many  of  them  will  be  better  citizens  because  of  Judge  Sapiro,”  the 
Mayor  said.  ’’And  San  Francisco,  too,  has  gained  lasting  benefits 
as  a result  of  his  life’s  work.” 


’’Judge  Sapiro  was  a beloved  man  because  he  never  was  afraid  to  tackle 
any  kind  of  job,”  said  Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  city’s  CD 
director.  "In  doing  and  accomplishing,  piece  by  piece,  step  by  step  - 
no  matter  how  hard  the  task  - always  fair,  always  patient,  always 
understanding,  he  built  around  himself,  and  he  has  left  behind  for 
his  family  and  all  of  us  who  have  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  and 
working  with  him  - sharing  some  portion  of  his  rich  friendship  - the 
memory  of  a great,  a very  able  and  much  loved  man."

Costing  $7  million,  a new  laboratory  for  developing  atomic  weapons  has 
been  opened  in  Livermore,  Built  by  Sandia  Corporation  especially  for 
the  Atomic  Energy  Commissions  operation,  the  laboratory  is  located 
on  a 75  acre  site. 

Working  in  conjunction  with  University'  of  California  Radiation  Labor- 
atory, situated  across  the  street  from  the  new  facility,  the  center  is 
responsible  for  California’s  contribution  to  the  nation’s  atomic  weap- 
ons arsenal. 

The  UC  lab  devises  the  heart  of  the  nuclear  weapon  - the  explosive 
warhead  itself,  Sandia  does  the  ’’weaponizing”  - designing,  building 
and  testing  non-nuclear  aspects  of  the  completed  weapon. 

Virtually  everything  at  the  lab  is  built  encompassing  even  the  most 
minute  detail.  If  a new  material  is  needed  to  withstand  unusual 
shock  or  heat  or  if  old  materials  must  be  molded  to  new  needs,  the 
specifications  are  drawn  up  and  the  job  done  by  the  staff.

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30  ’Packaged1  Emergency  Hospitals  In  Bay  Area 


Equipment  to  create  30-  emergency  hospitals  with  operating  room's  and 
200  beds  each,  is  crated  and  waiting  in  warehouses  and  government 
buildings  around  the  Bay  area  should  disaster  strike,  the  California 
Disaster  Office  has  reported. 

The  crated  hospitals  are  among  77  throughout  California  that  can  be 
set  up  in  event  of  an  enemy  attack.  Each  hospital  has  a staff  of  local 
doctors  and  nurses.  At  present  103  such  hospitals  are  planned  for  the 
State,  the  additional  number  to  be  delivered  in  the  next  two  months, 
according  to  CDO.  The  total  for  the  16  Bay  area  counties  will  eventu- 
ally be  increased  to  37.  Some . of  the  emergency  hospitals  which  would 
be  available  to  Bay  area  residents  are  stored  in  Los  Altos,  Monterey, 
Novato,  San  Jose,  Redwood  City,  Calistoga,  Lakeport,  Gilroy  and  Napa. 


Fred  Habermacher  Recovering  From  Injury 

The  many  friends  of  Fred. Habermacher,  $8  year  old  perennial  ’’young" 
volunteer  of  the  Disaster  Corps,  will  be  happy  to  learn  he  is  making 
a speedy  recovery  from  an  injury  he  suffered  in  a fall  on  February  14. 

Mr.  Habermacher  and  civil  defense  are  synonymous.  Ever  since  he  joined 
the  Disaster  Corps’  family  as  a volunteer  in  1951,  he  has  become  an  in- 
tegral part  of  civil  defense.  Spry,  aggressive  and  fit  as  the  prover- 
bial fiddle,  Mr.  Habermacher  has  put  in  a regular  four  hour  stint, five 
day  a week  for  eight  years,  until  hs  recent  injury. 

A member  of  the  Volunteer  Bureau  of  San  Francisco,  he  has  been  cited 
by  the  mayor  for  loyal,  patriotic  and  faithful  service  "in  contribut- 
ing so  much  of  your  time  during  the  past  eight  years  as  a civil  de- 
fense volunteer." 

H-Bomb  Underground  School  Shelter  Planned 

A circular  elementary  school  design  that  would  serve  as  an  underground 
shelter  for  protection  against  an  H-bomb  attack  was  displayed  to  San 
Francisco  newspapermen  last  week  by  the  Northern  California  Chapter 
of  the  Institute  of  Architects . 

The  unique  model  was  designed  by  San  Francisco  architect  Albert  Sigal, 
Jr.,  after  a year-long  study  by  the  chapter’s  Committee  on  Nuclear 
Energy.  Sigal  said  the  concept  has  already  met  enthusiastic  response 
from  CD  officials,  planning  and  school  authorities. 

He  pointed  out  that  such  a school  building  will  also  serve  as  a mass 
shelter  for  the  neighborhood.  Sigal  estimated  the  school,  holding 
350  pupils,  can  be  built  for  $337,000  or  $22.50.  per  square  foot,  which 
is  $7  higher  than  present  costs  for  shelters.

thousands  of  people  on  Friday,  April  17,  when  all  Bay  Area  television 
and  radio  stations  suspend  normal  operations  for  30  minutes  to  assist 
in  a nationwide  air  raid  test. 

Mayor  George  Christopher,  commander  of  the  Disaster  Council  and  Corps, 
has  announced  that  the  city’s  main  control  center  will  be  manned  by  a 
crew  of  top  civil  defense  personnel  throughout  the  day.  The  Disaster 
Corps  divisions  will  participate  in  the  second  or  recovery  phase  of 
the  CPX  on  May  8,  the  details  to  be  announced  later.  Last  year  the 
Corps  took  part  in  the  first  or  attack  phase  of  the  same  problem. 

TV,  AM  and  FM  radio  stations  will  go  off  the  air  on  April  17  from 

8:30  to  9 a.m,  so  their  beams  will  not  help  the  ’fenemy"  planes  nor 
guided  missiles  find  targets  during  the  simulated  attack,  according 
to  Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  director  of  the  Disaster  Corps.. 
Simultaneously  those  stations  making  up  the  two  Conelrad  clusters 
will  be  activated  promptly  at  8:30  a.m.  over  network  frequencies  640 
and  1240  kilocycles  and  will  broadcast  information  and  messages  con- 
cerning the  mock  attack. 

Citiz.ens  who  have  their  radios  tuned  to  the  Conelrad  stations  are 
urged  to  telephone  the  Disaster  Corps’  headquarters,  HEmlock  1-2121, 
Local  614,  and  report  the  audibility  of  the  emergency  broadcasting. 
The  sirens  in  the  city’s  attack  warning  network  will  not  sound  off.

Cahill,  Osterloh  Attend  Peace  Officers T Parley 


Police  Chief  Thomas  Cahill  and  Inspector  William  J.  Osterloh,  SFPD, 
stressed  certain  vital  aspects  concerning  self-survival  as  necessary 
to  the  civil  defense  evacuation  plan  at  a three-day  conference  of  the 
Peace  Officers1  Association  of  the  State  of  California  in  Fresno. 

Osterloh,  chief  training  officer  of  the  Disaster  Corps,  is  a pioneer 
in  a particular  field  of  law  enforcement  activity  affecting  CD.  He 
wrote  the  proposed  legislation  regaring  automatic  release  of  certain 
prisoners  in  tactical  evacuation,  as  well  as  a measure  which  would  pro- 
vide for  coverage  of  officers  in  undirected  mutual  aid  endeavor  out- 
side of  their  own  jurisdiction.  The  latter  amendment  proposed  a year 
ago  at  a Long  Beach  conference  and  again  introduced  at  Fresno,  now 
has  been  sent  to  the  State  Legislature . for  consideration. 

The  prisoner  release  proposal  is  a weighty  problem,  ’’literally  a hot 
potato  in  its  many  ramifications  and  has  remained  generally  unsolved 
throughout  the  nation,”  Osterloh  said.  According  to  Osterloh,  the 
plan  calls  for  the  classification  of  all  prisoners,  with  power  con- 
ferred upon  custodial  officers  to  release  certain  ones  automatically 
upon  declaraion  of  a CD  evacuation.  A California  Disaster  Office 
Advisory  Committee  will  meet  soon  to  deal  specifically  with  this 
vital  matter,  Osterloh  said.

Fourteen  Bay  area  law  enforcement  agencies  have  completed  a three-day 
general  course  in  industrial  radiation  hazards  for  police  department 
instructors  at  the  Police  Academy.  George  S.  Miles,  of  the  Atomic 
Energy  Commission,  Washington,  D.C.,  conducted  the  classes  which  were 
sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department.  Thirty  training 
officers  received  instruction. 
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State  Civil  Defense  Operation  Plan  Announced 


California’s  ability  to  cope  with  the  challenge  of  war-caused  dis- 
aster this  month  was  given  added  impetus  when  Director  Harold  G. 
Robinson  of  the  California  Disaster  Office  released  the  State’s 
first  complete  civil  defense  operations  plan. 

Initiated  in  October,  1957 , the  plan  is  an  integral  part  of  a nation- 
wide effort  sponsored  by  the  Federal  government  primarily  to  develop 
detailed  operational  plans  for  State  and  local  government  in  event 
of  a war-caused  emergency. 

''In  the  era  of  thermonuclear  warfare,  our  ability  to  deter  aggres- 
sion - and  our  very  survival  - depend  upon  strong  non-military  de- 
fense as  well  as  effective  and  modern  military  defenses,”  said 
Director  Harold  G.  Robinson  of  the  California  Disaster  Office  in  an- 
nouncing the  new  plan. 

With  completion  of  this  plan,  a major  stride  toward  this  objective 
has  been  taken,  said  Robinson.  At  the  present  time,  California  has 
a head  start  of  at  least  18  months  in  non-military  defense  planning 
over  most  of  the  rest  of  the  nation,  Robinson  added. 

Strongly  supported  by  Governor  Pat  Brown,  the  plan  spells  out  who 
does  what,  where  and  when  among  State,  county  and  city  governments 
during  an  enemy  attack.  Moreover,  it  provides  a base  upon  which 
local  agencies  can  predicate  their  existing  plans,  or  which  they 
can  use  as  a guide  where  local  planning  efforts  have  been  deficient 
or  outmoded. 


’’Because  of  our  historic  invulnerability  to  direct  military  attack, 
we  have  treated  civil  defense  like  a stepchild.  Non-military  de- 
fense has  been  a Cinderella  in  our  overall  strategy  both  in  planning 
and  in  the  allocation  of  resources.  But  that  day  is  past,”  said 
Robinson.

House  Considers  OCDM  Budget  Request  For  I960 


The  Office  of  Civil  and  Defense  Mobilization  has  sent  its,  budget 
for  fiscal  year  I960  to  the  House  Committee  on  Appropriations  for 
consideration.  Items  included  in  this  budget  of  particular  interest 
to  cities  include  - $12  million  for  matching  State  and  local  govern- 
ment personnel  and  administrative  expenses  for  Civil  Defense;  $13 
million  for  matching  State  and  local  funds  for  essential  Civil  Defense; 
equipment,  60  percent  of  which  is  for  communications  and  warning  sys- 
tems; $$.5  million  for  radiological  instruments  to  be  distributed  to 
State  and  local  governments  and  to  schools  and  colleges  for  radio- 
logical defense  training;  $300,000  to  help  defray  expenses  of  State 
and  local  personnel  attending  CD  training  centers. 

Included  in  the  budget  also  were  requests  for  $1.3  million  for  ex- 
isting buildings  and  facilities  in  ’’target  cities”  to  determine 
shelter  availability;  $3  million  for  construction  of  prototype 
shelters  to  provide  examples  throughout  the  country;  $5*5  million 
for  a stepped-up  education  and  information  program  on  the  effects 
of  and  protection  from  radioactive  fallout;  and  $1.1  million  for 
research  to  improve  shelter  structure  and  design* 


The  budget  request  for  I960  totalled  $36,970,000.  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  $45,235,000  appropriated  for  overall  civil  defense  opera- 
tion in  1959,  said  Leo  A.  Hoegh,  director  of  OCDM. 
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Details  Of  National  Post  Exercise  Announced 


Division  and  service  chiefs  of  San  Francisco  government  agencies  and 
representatives  of  public  utilities  were  briefed  May  8 on  the  prob- 
able effect  of  the  new  State  plan  on  local  action. 

The  critique  held  in  the  Control  Center  afforded  each  of  the  city’s 
department  heads  an  opportunity  to  outline  the  status  of  their  service 
following  a 10  megaton  bomb  strike  on  Hunter’s  point  April  1?  during 
the  first  phase  of  Operation  Alert,  the  sixth  annual  nation-wide  com- 
mand post  exercise. 

Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  San  Francisco  civil  defense  director, 
outlined  to  the  group  "several  new  factors  affecting  the  individual 
citizen’s  decision  on  what  he  and  his  family  should  do  for  their  safe- 
ty." The  development  of  guided  missiles  will  lessen  the  possibility 
of  receiving  advance  warning,  Admiral  Cook  said. 

He  emphasized  that  the  tremendous  growth  of  the  peninsula  area  has 
caused  the  State  to  designate  portions  of  San  Mateo  and  Santa  Clara 
counties  as  danger  areas  rather  than  reception  areas  for  San 
Francisco  evacuees. 

Mayor  George  Christopher,  commander  of  the  Disaster  Corps,  has  told 
department  heads  that  the  recently  issued  State  civil  defense  opera- 
tions plan  "has  materially  changed  the  condition  under  which  we  have 
recommended  evacuation  to  our  people.”  He  ordered  police  and  traffic 
engineers  to  study  traffic  problems  under  mass  evacuation  conditions 
and  make  a report  sometime  in  June. 


Admiral  Cook  said  the  Disaster  Corps’  "play”  in  Operation  Alert  was 
successful.

Matching  Funds  In  1958-59  Total  $98,864 


Director  Harold  G.  Robinson  last  week  disclosed  that  the  California 
Disaster  Office  assisted  city  and  county  civil  defense  organizations 
in  obtaining  approximately  $457,258  in  Federal  matching  funds  for 
assistance  in  procurement  of  CD  equipment  and  CD  training  during  the 
first  three-quarters  of  the  current  fiscal  year. 

The  Disaster  Corps  received  $98,864  in  Federal  financing  to  further 
its  CD  program  during  the  period,  Robinson  said. 

Federal  contributions  were  made  during  the  July-through-March  period _ 
for  purchase  of  such  items  as  communications  equipment;  local  air  raic! 
warning  systems,  electrical  equipment  and  training  programs. 

Purpose  of  the  program,  authorized  under  the  Federal  CD  Act  of  1950  > 
is  to  provide  states  and  their  political  jurisdictions  with  financial 
assistance  by  contributing  one-half  the  cost  of  approved  CD  equipment, 
supplies  and  for  some  training  programs.

A disaster  based  on  one  of  the  three  hazards  always  present  in  the 
San  Francisco  area  - fire,  earthquake  and  explosion  - will  be  simu- 
lated and  announced  to  volunteers  when  they  arrive  at  headquarters. 
Disaster  drills  such  as  this  enable  Red  Cross  volunteers  to  be  ready 
for  any  emergency. 

The  San  Francisco  Red  Cross  is  assigned  to  provide  for  mass  care  such 
as  housing  and  feeding  in  a disaster  by  order  of  a city  ordinance  as 
well  as  a United  States  congressional  charter. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  effective  correlated  working  programs  of  its 
kind  in  the  country  is  that  which  has  been  adopted  by  the  local  Red 
Cross  chapter  and  the  Disaster  Corps.  Many  members  of  the  Red  Cross 
have  received  civil  defense  disaster  training. 


CD  Must  Be  Effective,  Says  Director  Hoegh 


To  meet  total  war  there  can  be  nothing  less  than  total  defense,  says 
OCDM  Director  Leo  A.  Hoegh.  "This  requires  a combination  of  total 
military  effort  and  total  civil  effort.  In  this  nation,  we  have  mil- 
itary defense  and  retaliatory  striking  capability  of  the  highest  or- 
der. Civil  defense  must  be  just  as  effective ... .civil  defense  is 
another  deterrent  to  war.  No  nation  is  likely  to  attack  another 
which  it  cannot  defeat."

It  was  made  during  the 
1957  Operation  Plumbbob  series  at  the  Nevada  Proving  Ground.  The 
film  goes  into  detail  on  the:  training  program  for  ground  and  radio- 
logical defense  monitors,  and  also  points  up  procedures  of  monitor- 
ing and  plotting  fallout. 

”No  Time  to  Lose”  is  a half-hour  picture  produced  especially  for  pub- 
lic showing.  Filmed  in  Hawaii  by  National  Broadcasting  Company  and 
OCDM,  it  depicts  persons  who  witnessed  the  Pearl  Harbor  attack,  con- 
necting their  experiences  with  the  importance  of  preparation  for  the 
nuclear  age. 
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Soviet  Union  Leads  In  Civil  Defense1  Training  . 


A comprehensive  survey  by  the  Military  Operations  Subcommittee  of  the 
House  Committee  on  Government  Operations  just  released,  shows-that  the 
scope  and  intensity  of  the  Russian  mass  training  program  probably 
means  that  more  people  have  learned  the  fundamentals  of  civil  defense 
in  the  Soviet  Union  than  in  any  other  country. 

America’s  bargaining  power  to  keep  the  peace  is  seriously  impaired  be- 
cause of  what  it  termed  United  States  ’’nakedness  in  CD,”  the  House 
group  contended.  The  committee  reported,  that  on  the  other  hand,  the 
Soviet  Union  has  developed  an  intensive  CD  program  including  compul- 
sory mass  training  of  the  CD  population. 

”At  the  present  time,”  the  report  said,  ’’the  U.S.  lacks  the  means  to 
protect  its  people  in  the  event  of_ nuclear  war,  and  Soviet  strate- 
gists cannot  be  unaware  of  our  nakedness  in  CD.”Moreover,- the  House 
studies  disclosed  many  Western  European  nations  are  far  in  advance  of 
the  U.S.  in  CD  preparation  against  nuclear  attack,  and  that,  ’’while  it 
is  difficult  to  generalize  about  the  comparative  levels  of  CD  efforts 
in  the  countries  surveyed,  available  budgetary  data  suggests  that  the 
U.S.  is  among  the  lowest  in  proportion  of  expenditures  for  CD  in  rela- 
tion to  military  effort.” 

”A  strong  civil  defense,”  the  report  concluded,”  can  indicate  to  a 
potential  aggressor  the  seriousness  of  our  intention,  while  a weak 
or  ineffective  civil  defense  might  cause  the  enemy  to  underestimate 
our  determination  to  resist  encroachment.” 


Kiwanis,  Lions  Clubs  Will  Support  CD  Effort 

Two  of  the  world’s  largest  and  most  influential  public  organizations  - 
Kiwanis  International  and  Lions  International  - have  pledged  full  sup- 
port to  the  civil  defense  effort.  Made  up  of  community  service  clubs, 
headquarters  of  both  organizations  are  requesting  that  all  of  their 
clubs  carry  out  a stimulating  campaign  to  encourage  citizens  to  take 
an  active  interest  in  civil  defense  in  their  respective  communities 
and  neighborhoods. 

The  Lions,  world’s  largest  service  organization,  has  225  district 
governors,  63OO  clubs,  and  590,000  members  in  the  United  States. 
Kiwanis  International  has  4300  clubs  and  200,000  members. 
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Long-Range  Fallout  Shelter  Booklet  Available 


Titled  "The  Family  Fallout  Shelter"  is  a new  long-range  information 
booklet  just  released  for  public  distribution,  the  Office  of  Civil 
and  Defense  Mobilization  has  announced.  Patterned  after  the  national 
shelter  policy,  which  emphasizes  that  "fallout  shelters  offer  the  best 
single  non-military  defense  measure  for  the  protection  of  the  greatest 
number  of  people,"  the  pamphlet  illustrates  in  great  detail  .how  to 
construct  five  different  types  of  fallout  shelters. 

They  are:  basement  shelter  of  concrete  blocks,  above-ground  shelter 

of  concrete  blocks,  underground  shelter,  a semi-underground  shelter, 
and  a shelter  built  into  new  housing. 

Contained  in  the  appendix,  detailed  construction  sketches  supplement- 
ing the  illustration  are  in  the  text.  Summarized  in  the  booklet  is 
probable  life  in  a shelter.  The  booklet  provides  a checklist  of  emer- 
gency supplies.  It  also  indicates  where  protection  can  be  found  in 
city  apartment  buildings.

A 
feature  of  the  exercise,  Bachman  said,  showed  how  many  ”ham”  stations 
could  be  contacted  in  a. 24-hour  period.

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Thirty-three  Employes  Dismissed  by  CDO 

As  the  result  of  a cut  of  one-third' by  the  State  Legislature  in  the 
California  State  Disaster  Office’s  request  of  $1,163, $42  for  fiscal 
1959-60,  thirty-three  more  employes  of.  CDO  have  been  dismissed,  it  was 
announced  this  week  by  State  Director  Harold  G.  Robinson.  The- staff 
now  numbers  79.  Robinson  stated  that  personnel  cuts  were  made  in 
keeping  with  what  was  considered  the  intent  of  the  Legislature. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Legislature  in  January,  CDO  had  asked  for 
$1,163, $42  to  maintain  CD  in  1959-60.  The  Assembly  deleted  this  en- 
tire sum  from  the  budget.  Subsequently,  the  Senate  approved  a bill 
for  $1,10$, 035  for  disaster  operations.  Then  an  acceptance  confer- 
ence committee  of  Assembly  and  Senate  members  agreed  that  $737)074 
be  allocated  to  run  CDO. 

To  Keep  within  the  budget  of  $7.37)074,  CDO  has  been  forced  to  elimin- 
ate its  emergency  welfare,  law-enforcement,  warden  and  engineering 
office,  and  to  reduce  by  one-half  its  radiological  division. 


Golden  Gate  District  Woman  Coordinator 


California  should  have  a woman  corrdinator  in  civil  defense.  At  a 
conference  held  recently  in  San  Francisco,  members  of  the  Golden  Gate 
District,  California  Federation  of  Women’s  Club  comprising  San, Fran- 
cisco, Marin  and  San  Mateo  counties,  sent  a resolution  to  Governor 
Edmond  D.  Brown  urging  such  an  appointment. 

A woman  coordinator  experienced  in  organizational  work  and  capable  of 
forming  groups  of  women  to  participate  actively  in  CD  work  would  help 
decrease  the  tremendous  unawareness  which  the  average  person  now  has 
of  the  seriousness  of  a possible  enemy  attack,  said  the  group. 


Legion  Plans  To  Step  Up  Light-Duty  Teams

cue teams  in  the  organization’s  17,000  posts  launched  several  months 
ago  is  being  stepped  up.  When  the  posts  introduced  the  plan,  in  the

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FHA  Will  Grant  Loans  To  Erect  Shelters 


The  Federal  Housing  Administration  and  other  federal  agencies  will 
grant  loans  to  homemakers;  to  erect  fallout  shelters,  OCDM  officials 
have  announced. 

According  to  the  program,  FHA  will  make  Title  No.  1 loans  up  to 
£3500  directly  to  homemakers  for  improvement  of  property.  Shelters 
come  under  this  category.  This  is  a boostof  £1000  from  the  former 
limit  of  £2500.  Loans  in  excess  of  £600  may  have  a maximum  maturity 
of  5 years  and  32  days.  Loans  of  $600  or  less  may  not  have  repayment 
period  beyond  3 years  and  32  days.  Title  No.  1 loans  are  available 
for  inclusion  of  a shelter  in  a new  house  being  built. 

Borrowers  interested  in  shelter  loans  first  should  contact  their  local 
civil  defense  headquarters  for  information  on  recommended  construction 
plans  and  minimal  standards,  for  equipping  shelters. 

FHA  is  very  concerned  over  the  possibility  that  unprincipled  dealers 
may  develop  sales  groups  to  promote  the  sale  of  bomb  shelters.  "It 
is  felt  that  high  pressure  operators  will  resort  to  ’scare  selling’ 
techniques  to  persuade  home  owners  to  purchase  inadequate  over-priced 
construction  shelters,”  according  to  FHA.  ”The  Administration  in 
keeping  with  long-standing  policy  with  respect  to  Title  No.  1 loans 
does  not  endorse,  approve  or  recommend  any  particular  type  of  shelter. 


Director  Hoegh  Stresses  Nation’s  S-afeguards 


In  a recent  address  at  Chicago,  Director  Leo  A.  Hoegh,  OCDM,  was 
vehement  in  stressing  safeguards  that  must  be  established  if  the  US 
is  to  survive,  recover,  win  and  endure  as  a free  nation. 

Said  Hoegh:  ’’National  security  today  demands  a capability  for  total 

defense.  Nothing  less  can  counter  the  total  offense  that  is  possible 
Total  defense  can  be  achieved  only  by  supporting  our  powerful  mili- 
tary might  with  an  effective  and  strong  non-military  defense.  Our 
mission  is  to  protect  life  and  property  in  the  event  of  an  attack  by 
measures  to  protect,  minimize,  and  repair  injury  and  damage  and  to 
mobilize  resources  and  production.  Fulfilling  this  mission  will  in- 
volve every  element  and  unit  of  .government  from  federal  to  local, 
every  segment,  of  business  and  industry,  every  responsible  organiza- 
tion, and  properly,  every  citizen,  every  family,  in  the  nation.” 
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San  Francisco  Civil  Defense  Problem 


The  San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps1  operational  plans  must  be  based 
on  what  exists  today.  A great  deal  of  confusion  in  civil  defense 
discussions  is  created  by  the  failure  to  distinguish  between  the 
ultimate  solution  of  the  problem  and  the  necessity  for  providing 
the  best  plans  for  use  RIGHT  NOW. 

Basically,  there  are  two  ways  of  protecting  the  civil  population  in 
the  event  of  an  attack  1) , provision  of  adequate  shelter  and  2) , 
dispersal.  No  one  who  has  studied  the  problem  recommends  evacuation 
as  a cure-all  to  the  problem.  Evacuation  was  accepted  as  the  best 
means  of  thinning  out  the  population  should  a warning  be  sounded.  It 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  evacuation  is  only  ONE  phase  of  civil 
defense  and  goes  into  operation  where  there  is  prior  warning  of  a 
probable  attack.  The  provision  of  shelters  has  always  been  cbnsid- 
ered  just  as  essential  as  dispersal  planning. 

Now,  with  the  introduction  of  guided  missiles,  it  is  even  more  im- 
portant shelters  be  provided.  Studies  have  indicated  there  are  two 
fields  that  promise  good  results  to  save  lives.  One  is  strategic 
dispersal  - that  is,  the  gradual  evacuation  of  the  population  when 
the  international  situation  or  intelligence  reports  indicate  the 
possibility  of  an  enemy  attack;  and  the  other  provision  is  for  more 
and  better  shelters.  We  are  continuing  to  urge  each  family  to  make 
definite  plans  now,  including  the  selection  of  shelter  areas,  and 
advising  them  in  their  planning  to  consider  seriously  the  possible 
situation  that  can  arise,  and  make  effective  plans  to  meet  these 
situations.  Yes,  the  objective  of  civil  defense  is  to  provide  the 
greatest  possible  safety  for  all  our  people.

San  Francisco  churches  of  all  denominations  are  urged  to  hold  tests 
featuring  basic  civil  defense  elements  of  training  and  dealing  with 
assemblages  of  large  groups  of  people.  This  proposal  came  as  a 
result  of  two  tests  in  which  Sunday  school  children  and  members  of 
the  congregation  of  the  Lakeside  Presbyterian  Church  participated  on 
July  12.  ■ 

Key  officials  of  the  church,  who  had  received  basic  CD  training 
through  the  cooperation  of  the  Disaster  Corps,  spearheaded  the  dis- 
persal test  as  part  of  their  regular  Sunday  services.  Members  of 
the  congregation  were  dispersed  from  the  church  approximately  one 
block  to  a building  offering  greater  shelter. 


Soviet  Interested  In  Shelters 


In  addition  to  civil  defense  planning  and  compulsory  training  offi- 
cial Soviet  interest  in  new  shelter  construction  has  been  apparent 
since  1950.  New  building  construction  in  some  Soviet  cities  is 
known  to  include  shelter  as  a matter  of  routine.  Information  on 
the  scope  of  Soviet  shelter  construction  is  far  from  conclusive, 
but  the  impression  is  gathered  that  the  inclusion  of  protective  con- 
struction features  in  new  buildings  is  a standard  practice  in  many 
centers  of  population  and  industry,  and  that  basement  shelter  of 
some  kind  already  is  available  to  an  important  segment  of  the  popu- 
lation of  urban  areas  of  the  USSR. 
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Bay  Men  On  State  Disaster  Council 


A San  Franciscan  and  the  Chief  of  Police  of  San  Jose  have  been  named 
members  of  the  State  Disaster  Council  'in  a reorganization  process, 
it  was  announced  by  Harold  G.  Robinson,  director,  California  Disaster 
Office.  Richard  F.  Gordon  of  San  Francisco  is  the  new  Red  Cross  rep- 
resentative. Gordon  is  director  of  disaster  services  for  the  Pacific 
area  of  the  Red  Cross. 

Police  Chief  J.R.  Blackmore  of  San  Jose  was  appointed  representative 
of  law  enforcement  on  the  council,  which  is  headed  by  the  Governor. 


Auxiliaries  To  Patrol  Grid  Games 


When  volunteers  of  the  Police  Auxiliary  Reserves  report  for  duty  at 
the  opening  game  of  the  1959  professional  football  season  next  month, 
it  will  mark  the  ninth  consecutive  year  the  reserves  have  patrolled 
Kezar  Stadium  for  home  games  of  the  San  Francisco  49ers.  Auxiliary 
police  officer’s  duty  include  manning  the  sidelines  of  the  playing 
field,  patrolling  the  stands  and  directing  traffic  before  and  after 
contests.

More 
than  SSO  city  policemen  have  been  trained  in  the  indoctrination  of 
radiation  detection  devices,  according  to  Inspector  William  Osterloh, 
SFPD,  Disaster  Corps’  chief  training  officer.  A course  in  the  use 
of  detection  devices  is  standard,  procedure  in  the  department’s  four- 
month  training  curriculum. 


CDO  Seeks  Increase  Of  Public  Support 


The  California  Disaster  Office’s  operational  readiness  for  a natural 
or  war-caused  emergency  was  reviewed  by  the  State’s  Disaster  Office 
in  Los  Angeles  on  August  13.  The  meeting  ordered  by  Governor  Brown 
was  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  means  of  public  support  of  the 
State’s  program  of  non-military  defense. 

”0ur  sleeves  are  still  rolled  up,”  said  CDO  Director  Harold  G.  Robin- 
son, as  he  stressed  the  rapid  increasing  disaster  potential  resulting 
from  recent  widespread  fires  and  water  shortages  in  California. 

Robinson  told  the  Council  of  the  continued  need  for  disaster  prepared- 
ness; survival  in  the  missile  age;  means  of  achieving  radiological 
safety,  and  the  State’s  program  for  meeting  the  challenge  of  natural 
disasters . 


Corps’  Annual  Report  Announced 


The  Disaster  Corps’  chief  training  officer,  Inspector  William  Oster- 
loh, SFPD,  has  reported  a participation  record  covering  the  period 
1950  to  June,  1959.  Osterloh  stated:  ”2,22$  participations  are 

listed  for  the  post  fiscal  year,  bringing  the  grand  total  to  approx- 
imately 24,000  for  the  nine  year  period.” 
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School  Questionnaire  Sent  To  City  Parents 


Parents  of  San  Francisco  school  children  this  week  were  given  the 
opportunity  to  determine  what  course  of  action  should  be  taken  by 
school  authorities  in  event  of  a civil  defense  "alert,"  Dr.  Harold 
Spears,  superintendent  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District 
has  announced. 

In  a questionnaire  parents  were  asked  to  express  their  choice  of  four 
alternatives.  They  are:  1),  whether  parents  themselves  should  report 

at  the  school  for  their  child;  2) , whether  parents  designate  some 
person  to  call  for  their  child,  and  if  so,  who;  3),  whether  the 
child  should  be  released  from  school  to  return  home  and  4) , whether 
the  child  should  remain  in  the  school. 

The  questionnaire  will  be  distributed  by  the  schools  beginning  Thurs- 
day, September  10.  After  being  filled  out  by  the  parents,  the  ques- 
tionnaire will  be  returned  to  the  school.  The  procedure  puts  upon  the 
parents  the  responsibility  of  determining  in  advance  what  should  be 
done  with  their  children  should  a CD  "alert"  sound  during  school  hours. 

This  "definitely  places  more  responsibility  on  the  parent  in  that 
they  are  urged  to  draw  their  plans  in  such  a manner  that  the  family 
plan  will  work  whether  the  child  is  in  school  or  not,"  said  Admiral 
A.G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  director  of  the  San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps. 
The  only  change  in  current  planning  concerns  the  action  to  be  taken 
on  the  sounding  of  the  "alert"  signal.  "We  recommend  no  change  in 
the  present  school  plan  for  conditions  other  than  the  ’alert’,"  the 
Admiral  added. 

This  program  has  the  joint  approval  of  Mayor  George  Christopher,  Com- 
mander of  the  Disaster  Corps;  Dr.  Spears,  school  superintendent  and 
Admiral  Cook.

Instructions  on  the  card  are  concise  but  vital,  yet.,  explain  to  the  ' 
public  what  action  they  should  take  if  the  city’s  air  raid  warning 
sirens  sound  the  ’’alert”  or  ’’take  pover”  signals.. 

Final  distribution  of  the  card  inserted  in  each  copy  of  the  1959-60 
directory  was  completed  last  week , . it  was  announced  by  Roy  N.  Buell, 
San  Francisco  division  manager  of  The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Company.  The  card  is  designed  so  that  it  can  be  thumb-tacked  or 
taped  in  a practical  place  in  every  home  and  business  office. 

This  is  the  second  consecutive  year  Pacific  Telephone  as  a public  ser- 
vice has  printed,  inserted  and  delivered  the  civil  defense  card-  of- 
information  to  its  users  as  a contribution  to  the  Disaster  Corps’ 
year-round  public  information  and  education  campaign. 

The  most  important  change  in  the  civil  defense  instructions  ..deals 
with  the  action  to  be  taken  on  the  sounding  of  the  ’’alert”  signal. 
According  to  the  new  precepts,  CD  officials  are  recommending  disper- 
sal for  those  who  have  transportation  and  can  sustain! themselves  at 
pre-arranged  destinations  where  they  can  be  re-united"  with  their  fam- 
ilies. It  suggests  that  those  who  have  not  made  these  arrangements 
seek  the  best  shelter  available.  Revision  of  the.  ’’alert”  signal  was 
made  to  coordinate  local  planning  with  the  new  State  Operations  Plan.

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  appointed  a committee  to 
cooperate  with  the  Disaster  Corps  in  informing  the  city’s  business 
community  with  what  role  they  would  play  in  the  event  of  a major  dis- 
aster, G.L.  Fox,  the  chamber’s  general  manager  has  announced. 

’’Despite  the  excellent  work  being  done  by  the  Disaster  Council  and 
Corps  of  San  Francisco,  there  appears  to  be  an  alarming  letdown  in 
interest  and  a grave  lack  of  concern  for  civil  defense  on  the  part  of 
the  community  as  a whole,”  Fox  commented.  ’’Many  large  business  firms 
do  not  have  disaster  plans  - obviously  their  employes  would  not  know 
what  to  do  in  case  of  disaster,”  Fox  said. 

Fox  stated  the  public  appears  to  be  confused  on  such  important  sub- 
jects as  ”how  to  evacuate  in  case  of  a real  alarm  and  whether  family 
fallout  shelters  are  as  an  actual  necessity  of  the  moment.” 

”To  these  ends,  the  chamber  Board  of  Directors  has  requested  its 
Armed  Forces  section  to  clarify  these  problems  and  to  assist  its  mem- 
ber companies  and  the  public  in  keeping  abreast  of  them,”  said  Fox.

New  Police  Annex  Of  POP  Distributed 


The  new  Police  Annex  of  the  Disaster  Operations  Plan  'has  been  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  department,  according  to  Chief  Cahill.  The 
revised  plan  calls  for  reassignment  of  each  of  the  1700  regular  and 
400  reserve  members  to  new  dual  on-the-job  and  at-home  evacuation 
traffic  assignments.  Each  district  captain  will  detail  one  or  more 
members  to  the  big  task  of  making  these  assignments  immediately. 

Definition  of  new  spot  route  locations  has  been  demanded  by  changes 
in  the  traffic  flow  pattern.  Formulation  of  extended  command  posts 
has  supplemented  the  former  concept  of  intersection  and  area  control 
When  the  amended  assignments  have  been  made,  each  member  will  re- 
ceive a personal  special  order  from  Chief  Cahill  advising  him  of  his 
disaster  evacuation  detail.  Another  major  change  in  the  order  is 
represented  by  incorporation  of  radiological  reporting  procedures 
previously  defined  by  the  Radiological  Annex. 


Lieut.  William  Best  Trains  Fire  Fighters 


The  fire  department  has  found  a new  way  to  turn  aging  firetraps  into 
devices  to  promote  fire  prevention  and  fire  fighting.  About  40  aban- 
doned buildings  in  the  Western  Addition  will  be  razed  during  the  next 
nine  months  to  train  more  than  1000  firemen,  Assistant  Fire  Chief 
Henry  A.  Lindecker,  director  of  the  department’s  training  program, 
announced. 

During  this  extensive  training  period  firemen  will  use  equipment 
obtained  early  this  year  from  civil  defense  authorities.  The  equip- 
ment includes  power  saws,  oxy-acetylene  cutting  torches  and  gener- 
ators for  the  source  of  electric  power. 

Instruction  in  the  use  of  this  equipment  is  being  given  at  the  Fire 
College  by  Lieut.  William  Best,  SFFD,  rescue  training  officer  of 
the  Disaster  Corps. 

"This  training  is  a wonderful  opportunity  for  us,"  said  Chief  Lin- 
decker. "At  the  end  of  nine  months  when  all  of  these  buildings  have 
been  demolished,  trainees  will  have  a great  insight  as  how  to  per- 
form rescue  duties  in  a major  emergency  or  disaster." 
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National  CD  Day  To  Be  Observed  December  7th 


President  Eisenhower  has  proclaimed  Monday,  December. 7,  as  National 
Civil  Defense  Day.  Radio  and  television  spot  announcements  and  bill- 
boards and  posters  across  the  nation  will  spotlight  this  year’s  theme  - 
"Peace  Through  Preparedness,"  - as  a reminder  to  Americans  to  get  pre- 
pared now  for  war-caused  or  natural  disaster. 

"In  these  times  of  international  tensions  and  troubles  it  is  only  pru^- 
dent  that  the  individual  and  the  family  prepare  and  plan  to  meet 
whatever  situation  may  develop,"  states  Mayor  George  Christopher, 
Commander  of  the  San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps. 

It  is  significant  to  note  that  Civil  Defense  Day  will  be  observed  on 
the  eighteenth  anniversary  of  the  sneak  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor.  "In 
this  nuclear  age,  we  cannot  tolerate  a repetition  of  our  tragic  unpre- 
paredness of  1941,”  said  Leo  A.  Hoegh,  director  of  the  Office  of  Civil 
and  Defense  Mobilization.  "Rather,  we  must  maintain  peace  through  pre- 
paredness, to  build  and  maintain  a strong  civil  defense  as  well  as  a 
strong  military  force,"  Hoegh  added.  "The  most  effective  method  to 
accomplish  this  objective  is  to  make  our  families,  our  neighbors,  and 
our  communities  aware  of  the  need  to  meet  any  kind  of  disaster  through 
preparedness." 

For  more  than  a year  the  Disaster  Corps  has  urged  San  Franciscans  to 
take  instruction  in  a Basic  Civil  Defense  Course.  "This  very  impor- 
tant training  course  spells  out  practically  all  of  the  aspects  of 
home  preparedness,  that  would  give  our  citizens  the  fundamental  know- 
how for  preparedness  and  protection  in  the  event  of  a disaster,"  said 
Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  the  city’s  CD  director.  "There  is  no 
more  appropriate  time  than  National  Civil  Defense  Day  for  people  who 
have  received  this  elementary  training  to  join  one  of  our  courses," 
the  Admiral  stated.

A new  Legal  Manual  for  the  Police  Reserve  is  being  distributed  to  the 
organization’s  membership.  This  is  the  fourth  edition  of  the  booklet 
issued  since  it  was  founded  in  1951.  The  Manual  includes  code  changes 
by  the  recent  State  legislature. 

It  represents  a carefully  compiled  digest  of  State  and  city  statutes 
and  is  of  particular  interest  to  the  volunteer  in  his  day-to-day  du- 
ties. A series  of  company  in-service  meetings  just  completed  dealt 
with  a page-by-page  coverage  of  code  sections  illustrated  against  a 
background  of  practical  police  problems  which  were  formulated  by  the 
liaison  officers. 

With  the  advent  of  the  holiday  season,  the  Reserve  will  be  assigned 
to  traffic  checks  designed  to  correct  mechanical  defects  in  vehicles 
and  also  to  police  motorists  whose  driving  may  become  erratic  because 
of  festivities.  Customarily,  the  four  companies  operate  at  three 
street  locations.  Immediate  supervision  at  the  checks  is  exercised 
by  liaison  officers  with  overall  jurisdication  being  handled  by  the 
Traffic  Bureau.

Virgil  Elliott,  director  of  finance  and  records  of  the  Chief  Adminis- 
trative’s Office,  and  a member  of  the  Disaster  Corps’  public  . infOrma 
tion  division,  recently  attended  ’’Operations  Understanding,!’  a missile 
firing  test  at  Fort  Bliss,  Texas. 

While  Elliott  and  twelve  other  Bay  area  governmental  and  businessmen' 
were  witnessing  firings  of  the  Hercules  and  Ajax  missiles  they  did  not 
know  that  the  first  test  firing  of  Nike  Zeus  also  was  taking  place  at 
the  same  time.  It  was  not  until  later  when  the  U.S.  Army  authorities 
announced  the  initial  test  firing  of  Zeus  was  successful  that  Elliott 
and  the  others  were  aware  that  they  had  been  present  at  a historic 
event.  Nike  Zeus  is  the  Army’s  defense  weapon  against  Russia’s  Inter- 
continental Ballistic  Missile.  It  is  said  that  the  new  weapon  is 
capable  of  knocking  down  ICBM’s  speed  toward  a target  of  as  much  as 
15,000  miles  an  hour.  Elliott  and  the  Bay  area  contingent  also  were 
guests  of  the  U.S.  Defense  Command  at  Colorado  Springs.

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Basic  CD  Training  Course  Begins  January  19 


A basic  civil  defense  course  has  been  scheduled  for  four  consecutive 
Tuesday  evenings  beginning  January  19,  at  $ o’clock.  All  classes 
will  be  given  at  headquarters  of  the  San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps, 

45  Hyde  Street,  Room  212. 

The  general  public  is  invited  to  attend  this  course.  Instruction  is 
designed  to  teach  homemakers,  business  executives,  members  of  labor 
organizations  and  other  residents  of  the  city,  the  fundamentals  of 
disaster  preparedness. 

To  accommodate  a number  of  enrollees  from  a previously  discontinued 
series,  the  first  class  will  feature  important  elements  of  psycho- 
logical defense.  The  second  session  on  January  26  will  deal  with 
vital  aspects  of  fire  defense.  Nuclear  defense  is  the  subject  slated 
for  the  third  session  on  February  2,  and  at  the  final  class  on  Feb- 
ruary 9,  instruction  will  be  centered  on  civil  defense. 

There  is  no  admission  fee  and  advanced  registration  is  not  required. 
The  course  is  one  of  a series  slated  for  I960  which  is  included  in 
the  Corps’  continuous  program  on  civil  defense  information  and  edu- 
cation.

San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps  Plan  Praised 


Men  from  various  parts  of  the  country  have  highly  praised  the  San 
Francisco  disaster  operations  plan  as  one  of  the  most  practical  in 
the  U.S.  With  a few  minor  changes,  the  plan  has  not  been  altered 
since  it  was  adopted  in  1950. 

Recently  another  CD  planner  visiting  San  Francisco  lauded  the  plan 
for  its  over-all  effectiveness  in  that  it  could  be  placed  into  opera- 
tion minutes  after  the  sounding  of  the  "alert”  or  "take  cover"  signals. 

This  visitor  was  the  Rev.  Robert  F.  Lindemann,  New  York  Lutheran  min- 
ister, who  is  thoroughly  conversant  with  many  significant  aspects  of 
CD.  "It  seems  to  me,"  said  Rev.  Lindemann,  "that  what  I’ve  observed, 
your  city  is  a disaster-conscious  community,  a very  important  factor 
in  creating  an  awareness  of  the  need  for  adequate  civil  defense  prep*- 
arations." 

Civil  defense  pride  in  San  Francisco  is  tremendous,  Rev.  Lindemann 
said.  "I  say  this  as  one  who  is  associated  with  a broad  sense  of 
emergency  planning." 

Dr.  Lindemann,  who  holds  a rigorous  four-phased  assignment  as  a CD 
authority  in  New  York  state  concluded:  "I  am  impressed  that  the 

Disaster  Corps  has  been  able  to  distribute  informative  material  to 
people  and  have  them  retain  them.  It’s  impressive  that  one  out  of 
every  ten  persons  who  received  booklets  during  your  year-long  public 
information  campaign  read  them  and  are  aware  of  what  steps  to  take  in 
the  event  of  a disaster." 


Reserve  Officers  Stationed  In  Kezar  Stands 


If  the  crowd  at  the  Green  Bay-49ers  football  game  on  December  13  got 
the  impression  the  Auxiliary  Police  Reserve  had  disbanded  because  the 
sidelines  at  Kezar  Stadium  were  not  manned  by  auxiliary  officers,  they 
were  mistaken.  In  fact,  a detail  of  reservists  were  at  the  game  in 
uniform.  Instead  of  26  reserve  officers  policing  the  sidelines,  as 
has  been  the  custom  in  recent  years,  they  were  stationed .in-  the  stands 
in  a strategic  move  ordered  jointly  by  Park  Station  and  Police  Reserve 
officials. 


Medical  Officials  Discuss  Self  Help  Program, 


The  Committee  on  Disaster  Medical  Care  of  the  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation and  officials  of  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service  have  just 
completed  a two-day  joint  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  adopting  a Self 
Help  Program,  to  prepare  the  individual  to  survive  on  his  own  during 
a national  emergency. 

According  to  the  Civil  Defense  Review,  official  publication  of  the 
Council  on  National  Defense  to  the  AMA,  this  tremendous  task  of 
devising  a Self  Help  program  to  prepare  the  individual  for  a disaster 
situation  has  become  the  responsibility  of  the  Public  Health  Service 
of  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  through  authority 
from  OCDM.  Last  May,  the  Public  Health  Service  established  a new 
Division  of  Health  Mobilization  in  its  Bureau  of  State  Services  to  in- 
vestigate  the  health  and  medical  needs  of  the  nation  in  time  of  a ma- 
jor  disaster  and  direct  a program  to  meet  these  needs. 


Dr.  Edward  Teller  Urres  All-Out  Preparedness 


In  a recent  address  at  the  Commonwealth  Club  weekly  luncheon,  Dr. 

Edward  Teller,  eminent  physicist,  said  the  U.S.  must  avoid  war  and 
"the  surest  way  to  avoid  war  is  to  be  prepared  for  it.1' 

Teller,  "Father  of  the  H-bomb,"  declared  if  this  country  is  hit  by  an 
all-out  nuclear  attack,  we  will  have  a better  chance  than  the  enemy 
of  survival,  only  if  we  are  reasonably  prepared  to  strike  back  and  if 
we  have  "a  gigantic  shelter  program."  lb 

He  said  underground  shelters  is  one  phase  of  a "difficult"  two-part 
survival  program.  The  second  demands  a detailed  plan  to  rebuild  the  j 
nation’s  industrial  power.

Lt.  Best  Rescue  Services  Committee  Chairman 


In  recognition  of  his  outstanding  record  as  instructor  of  the  Dis- 
aster Corps'  rescue  training  staff,  Lt.  William  Best,  SFFD,  has  been 
signally  honored  by  the  U.S.  Civil  Defense  Council.  Philip  Klein, 
Philadelphia,  USCDC  president  last  week  named  Best  chairman  of  the 
national  organization's  Rescue  Services  Committee. 

"I  want  to  assure  you  of  the  appreciation  of  all  of  us  on  the  U.S. 
Civil  Defense  Council  for  the  good  work  I know  you  will  accomplish 
this  year,”  said  Klein  in  a letter  to  Best  informing  him  of  his 
appointment  as  chairman  of  the  committee. 

Best,  who  has  been  affiliated  with  the  city's  CD  training  staff  for 
the  past  nine  years,  also  has  been  the  instructor  of  radiological 
monitoring  and  first  aid  classes  for  regular  members  of  the  San

By-Monthly  Conelrad  Tests  Scheduled  For  I960 


Conelrad  broadcast  facilities  in  the  nine  Bay  area  counties  will  be 
tested  from  1:00  a.m.  to  1:30  a.m.  in  March,  May,  July,  September  and 
November,  according  to  the  California  Disaster  Office. 

The  tests  will  be  beamed  on  the  second  Monday  of  these  months,  from 
CDO’s  emergency  communications  center  at  Yountville.  Purpose  of  the 
bi-monthly  tests  is  to  determine  the  range,  monitor  the  coverage  and 
check  the  quality  of  reception  of  both  64O  and  1240  kilocycles,  the 
Conelrad  frequencies.  The  tests  also  are  being  held  to  obtain  first- 
hand knowledge  of  the  degree  of  local  participation  by  CD  directors 
and  their  staffs,  both  in  the  actual  broadcasts  and  in  the  inclusion 
of  scripts  carrying  a strong  local  emphasis,  CDO  announced. 
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Hoegh  Dedicates  OCDM  Western  Training  Center 


Director  Leo  Hoegh  of  the  Office  of  Civil  and  Defense  Mobilization, 
presided  at  an  impressive  dedication  ceremony  of  the  Western  Instruc- 
tor Training  Center,  Alameda,  on  January  20.  The  school  has  been 
established  to  train  instructors  and  administrative  personnel  in  the 
principles  and  operational  procedures  of  radiological  monitoring. 

In  addition'  to  federal,  state  and  local  top  CD  personnel,  officials 
and  leaders  from  industry  and  other  organizations  are  eligible  to 
take  training  in  this  one-week  full  40-hour  course,  Koegn  said. 

"Its  purpose  is  to  train  individuals  who  will  return  to  their  home 
organizations  to  either  direct,  supervise  or  conduct  local  training 
courses  in  radiological  monitoring  techniques  and  use  of  instru- 
ments," said  Koegh. 

The  OCDM  director  declared  that  upon  satisfactory  completion  of  the 
course,  the  individual  will  be  awarded  a certificate  as  a qualified 
radiological  monitoring  instructor  and  will  be  provided  with  train- 
ing material  to  conduct  local  courses. 

Lou  Cambou,  Medical  and  Health  Coordinator  of  the  Disaster  Corps,  was 
the  first  San  Franciscan  to  be  awarded  a certificate  for  having  suc- 
cessfully completed  the  comprehensive  training  at  the  center.  Admiral 
A.G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  the  city’s  CD  director,  represented  Mayor 
George  Christopher,  Commander  of  the  Corps  at  the  dedication. 

The  school  will  serve  23  states  embracing  OCDM  regions  5,  6,  7 and 
3.  More  than  1,000  students  will  be  trained  this  year  at  the  center, 
it  was  estimated  by  Gerald  B.  Horton,  director  of  the  operation. 


Clergymen  Urged  To  Attend  Religious  Course 


San  Francisco  clergymen  are  being  urged  to  attend  an  OCDM  Religious 
Affairs  course  February  1st  to  4th,  to  be  given  at  the  Western  In- 
structor Training  Center  in  Alameda.  This  will  be  the  first  course 
of  its  kind  held  on  the  West  Coast.  Of  special  interest  to  clergymen 
are  subjects  dealing  with  conflict  of  ideologies,  psychological  as- 
pects, a civil  defense  chaplain  service,  panel  discussion  on  church 
preparedness  and  action  to  take  in  the  event  of  a disaster. 
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Fire  Extinguishment  Exercise  For  Reserve 


Volunteer  fire  fighters  of  San  Francisco’s  Fire  Auxiliary  Reserve  will 
be  put  to  the  acid  test  Sunday  morning,  February  7,  when  they  parti- 
cipate in  a field  exercise  involving  actual  fire  extinguishment, 

Fire  Chief  William  Murray  announced. 

The  drill  will  take  place  at  22  Nevada  Street  in  the  Bernal  Heights 
district  where  a condemned  one-story  dwelling  will  be  burned  at  9 
o r clock. 

Seven  fire  reserve  pumpers  and  35  members  of  the  Reserve  will  be 
activated  for  the  unique  exercise.  The  Reserve  is  made  up  of  73 
volunteers  who  hold  weekly  drills  in  various  parts  of  the  city.  Many 
of  its  members  respond  to  major  fire  alarms. 


Two  CD  Volunteers  Join  Regular  Police  Force 


Two  former  volunteers  of  the  Disaster  Corps  were  appointed  regular 
officers  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  on  January  4.  Jerry

Auxiliary  Reserve,  are  currently  taking  basic  instruction  as  re- 
cruits of  the  Eighty-Eighth  training  class. 


Bay  Area  Radio,  TV  Stations  Use  New  "Spots” 


OCDM's  public  affairs  office  in  Battle  Creek,  Michigan,  has  just  com- 
pleted distribution  of  1$  ’’spot”  announcements  featuring  new  informa- 
tion on  civil  defense  to  all  radio  and  television  stations  in  San 
Francisco  and  other  Bay  area  cities.  The  new  series  highlight 
family  shelters,  radar  and  Conelrad  alerts,  protection  against  radio- 
active fallout  and  first  aid  techniques. 

"We  are  pleased  that  new  material  has  been  distributed  to  radio  and 
television  stations  in  San  Francisco,”  said  Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  local 
CD  director,  "because  this  kind  of  public  service  is  among  the  most 
effective  that  can  be. used  in  keeping  our  people  fully  informed.” 
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Total  Destruction  Not  Likely  In  Nuclear  War 


It  is  heartening  to  note  that  all  American  military  men  don’t  think- 
in  terms  of  total  destruction  if  a thermonuclear  war  should  occur;  in 
the  future.  Admiral  Arleigh  Burke,  chief  of  naval  operations,  in  an 
interview  last  week  said:  "It  is  not  just  enough  to  deliver  the  blow 

If  both  sides  deliver  strong  blows  on  the  other  - after  that,  the 
important  part  is  going  to  be  how  you  recover. 

"So  what  will  happen,  perhaps,  is  that  there  will  be  severe  and  heavy 
destruction  in  the  United  States.  But,  perhaps,  there  will  be  holes 
in  that  destruction.  Perhaps  there  will  be  bright  spots  - not  bright 
spots,  but  less  dark  spots — and  those  can  produce.” 

In  19 5&,  the  USSR  launched  a compulsory  20-hour  civil  defense  train- 
ing program  embracing  thermonuclear,  chemical  and  bacteriological 
warfare.  It  is  not  known,  authorities  say,  the  details  of  the  Soviet 
defense  program  but  available  literature  indicates  that  the  Russians 
plan  to  keep  their  industrial  forces  on  the  job,  protected  by  deep 
shelters.  Moreover,  Soviet  CD  literature  indicates  a belief  that 
there  will  be  "holes  in  the  destruction”  and  that  the  side  with  the 
greater  recovery  capability  will  win.

Strong  Home  Defense  Necessary  Says  President 


"It  would  be  unwise  to  neglect  our  civil  defense  mission  because  our 
total  defense  is  incomplete  and  meaningless  without  reliable  and  re- 
sponsible home  defense.  Survival  cannot  be  guaranteed  merely  with  a 
capacity  of  reprisal.  Equally  important  is  our  ability  to  recover." 

— President  Eisenhower  in  special  message  to  U.S.  Senate,  1959 
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Chamber  Of  Commerce  Launches  Disaster  Survey 


A citywide  survey  to  determine  how  many  business  firms  have  set  up 
disaster  preparedness  plans  has  been  launched  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce’s  civil  defense  subcommittee,  it  was  announced 
this  week  by  G.  L.  Fox,  general  manager. 

A survey  questionnaire  has  been  prepared  and  sent  with  a letter  from 
Dan  E.  London,  Chamber  president,  to  all  member  firms.  Companies  are 
being  queried  to  check  which  have  disaster  plans  and  if  copies  have 
been  sent  to  the  San  Francisco  Disaster  Council  and  Corps. 

,TA  sort  of  ’it-can’t  happen  here’  lullaby  could  easily  dull  our  sen- 
ses to  the  true  need  for  civil  defense  planning,”  London  warned  local 
business  firms.  ”1  think  you  will  agree  with  the  conclusion  of  the 
Chamber’s  Armed  Forces  section  that  so  long  as  the  possibility  of  dis- 
aster exists,  we  must  know  what  to  do  for  survival.” 

Whether  an  emergency  be  war-caused  or  be  a natural  disaster,  it  is 
.imperative  that  protective  measures  planned  in  advance  be  formulated 
for  the  purpose  of  saving  human  lives,  London  emphasized.  He  said  he 
believed  responsible  employers  will  see  the  wisdom  of  survival  plans 
for  their  workers. 

The  questionnaire  is  also  designed  to  determine  the  nature  of  the 
plans,  who  is  in  charge  of  them,  what  companies  would  welcome  advice 
and  assistance  and  what  companies  have  no  preparedness  plans. 

When  Mayor  George  Christopher,  Commander  of  the  Disaster  Corps,  was 
apprised  of  the  survey,  he  expressed  his  gratitude  in  a letter  to 
London  for  undertaking  such  an  important  project. 

”1  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  for  the  valuable  and  constructive  contribution  it  is  making 
to  our  effort  to  prepare  our  people  for  any  disaster,”  the  mayor 
said. 


Disaster-Mutual  Aid  Group  Adopts  10  Motions 


When  the  Peace  Officers’  Association  of  the  State  of  California  meets 
in  May  at  Santa  Monica,  it  will  consider  ten  resolutions  adopted  by 
its  Disaster-Mutual  Aid  committee,  Chief  of  Police  Thomas  J.  Cahill, 
chairman  of  the  group  announced. 

Cahill,  who  has  been  aggressive  in  his  realistic  efforts  to  advance 
the  civil  defense  program  of  disaster  preparedness,  said  action  was 
taken  to  urge  restoration  of  a Law  Enforcement  Service  to  the  Califor- 
nia Disaster  Office  when  his  committee  met  in  Fresno  on  January  21. 

The  chief  was  vehement  in  his  stand  for  legislation  which  would  pro- 
vide automatic  release  of  certain  prisoners  under  critical  situations 
that  could  occur  in  event  of  an  enemy  attack. 

Radiological  plans,  improved  mutual  aid  provisions,  and  revised  per- 
sonnel standards  were  among  other  resolutions  passed  on  to  the  Peace 
Officers’  Association  for  adoption  at  its  annual  conference.  The 
Peace  Officers’  Association  of  the  State  of  California  is  recognized 
as  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  influential  organizations  of  its 
kind  in  the  country. 


'uxiliary  Police  Volunteers  Busy  As  Usual 


Volunteers  of  the  Police  Reserve  participated  in  a busier-than-usual 
weekend,  February  5 to  7.  A large  group  of  reserve  officers-  assisted 
on  the  parade  lines,  directing  traffic  in  the  Grant  Avenue  sector  dur- 
ing the  Chinese  New  Year  celebration  on  February  5.  On  the  following 
day  reservists  were  right  back  on  the  job  in  three  of  the  city’s  dis- 
tricts policing  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America’s  parades  held  in  obser- 
vance of  their  golden  anniversary.  Crowds  and  reserve  officers  are 
synonymous.  The  abundance  of  work  these  seemingly  tireless  volun- 
teers do  directing  foot  and  auto  traffic  during  the  football  season 
at  Kezar  Stadium  combined  with  similar  duties  on  downtown  shopping 
nights  and  other  important  assignments  are  considered  ideal  training 
for  disaster  control.  Local  traffic  laws  will  be  the  subject  of  in- 
service  training  at  monthly  company  meetings  scheduled  for  the  Re- 
serve, February  to  June.  Instruction  will  be  given  by  four  liaison 
officers  of  the  regular  department. 
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President  Requests  176.350  Million  For  OCDM 


With  mounting  interest  for  a sound  shelter  program  evincing  itself 
in  Washington  and  some  sections  of  the  country,  rumor  is  rife  that 
President  Eisenhower’s  request  for  $76 .350  million  for  OCDM  during 
fiscal  1961.  will  be  approved  by  congress.  Included  in  the  budget 
request  is  $2,500  million  for  prototype  shelters.  Another  $6  million 
was  asked  for  by  the  President  for  the  General  Services  Administration 
for  special  fallout  shelters  in  certain  Federal  relocation  sites. 

Eisenhower  emphasized  again  the  need  for  funds  to  implement  Public  Law 
$5-606,  to  assist  State  and  local  communities  bolster  their  full-time 
CD  organizations.  The  President  reminded  congress  that  all  Federal 
departments  and  agencies  had  been  directed  in  the  National  Policy  on 
Shelters  to  include  fallout  shelters  when  authorities  considered  it 
appropriate  in  the  design  of  the  building. 

When  the  President  met  recently  with  members  of  the  Special  Committee 
on  Civil  Defense  of  the  Governors’  Conference,  he  re-emphasized  his 
support  of  the  statement  on  National  Policy  on  Shelters  which  was 
issued  at  his  direction  on  May  7,  195$. 

”In  the  event  of  nuclear  attack  on  the  country,  fallout  shelters 
offer  the  best  single  non-military  defense  measure  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  greatest  number  of  people,”  the  statement  declared. 

During  the  meeting  with  the  governors,  the  President  recited  his 
statement,  included  in  a message  to  the  Senate  last  August,  that 
” along  with  our  military  defense  and  retaliatory  forces,  civil  de- 
fense and  defense  mobilization  are  vital  parts  of  the  nation’s  total 
defense together  they  stand  as  a strong  deterrent  to  war.” 


0 ’Packaged’  Emergency  Hospitals  In  Bay  Area 


Among  the  117  packaged  emergency  hospitals  ready  for  use  in  the  event 
of  disaster,  30  are  located  in  the  Bay  area.  Each  hospital  consist- 
ing of  367  crates  of-  equipment  could  be  set  up  within  a few  hours 
to  handle  200  bed  patients.  Each  unit  contains  three  complete  sur- 
geries, an  X-ray  laboratory  and  its  own  electrical  power  generator. 
Some  of  the  hospitals  are  stored  in  Calistoga,  Lakeport,  Napa,  Novato, 
San  Jose,  Los  Altos  and  Monterey.

Home  Preparedness  Award  Program  Endorsed 


A Home  Preparedness  Award  Program,  endorsed  by  the  National  Women’s 
Advisory  Committee  on  Civil  Defense,  was  given  added  impetus  at  the 
local  level  this  week  when  CD  Director  A.G.  Cook  announced  a new 
basic  disaster  preparedness  program  has  been  developed  for  San 
Francisco  women’s  organizations  and  homemakers. 

’’This  important  course,”  said  Admiral  Cook,  ” consists  of  four  two- 
hour  classes.  Purpose  of  the  course  is  to  give  women  a vivid  picture 
of  the  safety  measures  required  to  make  a family  plan  effective  and 
workable.” 

The  first  class  emphasizes  the  need  for  civil  defense  and  stresses  the 
necessity  to  recognize  the  ’’alert”  and  ’’take  cover”  warning  signals, 
and  what  action  to  take  when  they  sound  off.  Nuclear  Defense  is  the 
subject  of  the  second  session.  Instruction  provides  answers  to  what 
happens  when  a nuclear  weapon  explodes;  what  constitutes  a shelter; 
facts  about  radioactive  fallout,  what  it  is  and  how  to  protect  oneself 
against  it.  Class  three  deals  with  food,  water,  first  aid  and  medical 
supplies.  The  fourth  class  features  fire  safety  in  the  home.  In- 
struction provides  answers  of  how  to  reduce  the  probability  of  fire 
in  the  home;  what  homemakers  should  do  in  event  of  a fire  under  day - 
uo-day  conditions  and  elementary  fire-fighting  techniques.  Individ- 
uals or  women’s  organizations  who  wish  to  take  this  vital  training 
should  write  or  telephone  the  Disaster  Corps,  45  Hyde  Street,  HEmlock 
1-2121.  When  sufficient  requests  are  received  to  form  classes,  a 
course  will  be  scheduled. 


Norway’s  CD  Program  Based  On  Conscription 


In  Norway  more  than  60,000  people  are  members  of  local  CD  forces,  and 
more  than  200,000  are  connected  in  a variety  of  related  services.  In 
order  to  achieve  such  mass  participation,  the  Norwegians  have  used 
mass  conscription.  The  concept  of  Norway’s  program  has  been  shifting 
more  and  more  from  evacuation  to  reliance  on  shelters  through  a law 
requiring  private  shelters  in  all  new  buildings.  Many  Norwegian 
factories  have  their  own  shelters  and  the  government  will  soon  com- 
plete a shelter  plan  to  house  20  percent  of  the  population  in  the 
most  likely  target  area. 
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Chambers  Plant  Survey  Exceeds  Expectations 


The  Plant  Protection  Service  of  the  San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps,  who 
is  spearheading  a disaster  preparedness  survey  of  local  business  firms 
announced  this  week  that  507  companies  reported  they  have  either  an 
adequate  survival  program  or  desire  assistance  in  setting  up  a plan 
tailored  to  meet  their  special  problems.  Battalion  Chief  Gerald 
Murphy  and  Lieut.  Emil  Ericksen,  SFFD,  are  in  charge  of  this  survey. 

"When  the  campaign  was  launched  several  weeks  ago,  we  never  antici- 
pated the  results  would  be  so  amazing,"  said  G.  L.  Fox,  general  man- 
ager of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce.  "Percentage-wise  the 
response  to  this  survey  certainly  exceeds  all  of  our  expectations," 

Fox  added. 

It  was  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  who  prepared  and  launched  the  survey 
as  a public  service.  On  February  5j  the  Chamber  sent  to  2453  member 
firms  a questionnaire  designed  to  check  what  companies  had  arranged 
a workable  plan  that  conformed  with  civil  defense  disaster  prepared- 
ness plans,  and  also  to  determine  how  many  establishments  desired 
assistance  in  preparing  a plan  to  meet  requirements  for’ the  safety  of 
their  employees. 


Disaster  Corps’  Training  Officer  Kept  Busy 


The  California  National  Guard  Reserve’s  policy  of  making  civil  defense 
instruction  for  its  members  mandatory,  has  increased  the  teaching 
schedule  of  Police  Lieut.  William  Osterloh,  chief  training  officer  of 
the  Disaster  Corps.  Last  month,  Osterloh  gave  six  lectures  to  200 
officers  and  enlisted  reserves  at  the  Armory. 
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Thomas  J.  Farrell  Moves  To  Civil  Service 


Thomas  J.  Farrell,  who  was  assigned  as  personnel  officer  of  the  San 
Francisco  Disaster  Council  and  Corps  in  May,-, 1951,,  returned  to  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  on  March  14,  as  chief  of  recruitment.  Tom, 
an  affable,  active  and  efficient  official,  has  served  as  assistant 
civil  defense  director  for  the  past  several  years  with  distinction. 


Cambou  Teaches  Local  Hospital  Personnel 


San  Francisco  hospital  administrators  have  become  keenly  aware  of  the 
need  of  disaster  preparedness  for  members  of  their  staffs  and  student 
nurses. 

Lou  Cambou,  medical  and  health  coordinator  of  the  Corps,  has  been 
playing  a leading  role  instructing  and  lecturing  key  personnel  of 
some  of  the  city’s  biggest  hospitals.  In  recent  months,  Cambou  has 
taught  the  fundamentals  of  first  aid  and  disaster  preparedness  tech- 
niques to  the  staffs  and  student  nurses  of  St.  Luke’s,  Kaiser,  St. 
Joseph’s,  Mary’s  Help,  St,  Francis,  St.  Mary’s  and  Mount  Zion  hospi- 
tals. 

More  than  1100  staff  officers  and  student  nurses  have  been  trained 
in  CD  medical  procedures  by  Cambou.  Student  nurses  of  the  University 
of  San  Francisco  last  week  completed  a first  aid  course  as-  part  of 
St.  Mary’s  hospital  safety  program.  Student  nurses  of  Mary’s  Help 
hospital  are  currently  being  given  first  aid  basic  training. 


AM VETS  Introduce  Family  Shelter  Program 


A National  Family  Shelter  Program  kit  is  being  mailed  to  all  AMVETS’ 
posts  in  the  country.  The  AMVETS’  Home  Shelter  Program  was'  developed 
in  cooperation  with  OCDM  as  part  of  the  National  Plan  to  set  up  an 
adequate  shelter  against  the  dangers  of  nuclear  fallout,  announced 
Harold  T.  Berc , AMVET  national  commander. 

Designed  to  encourage  American  families  everywhere,  to  plan  and  build 
family  shelters,  the  program  is  the  first  inaugurated  by  a national 
organization  for  the  erection  of  shelters  on  a nationwide  scale. 
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Basic  CD  Training  Course  Begins  March  21 


The  first  class  in  a new  series,  of  basic  civil  defense  training 
courses  will  be  held  on  Monday,  March  21,  at  headquarters  of  the  San 
Francisco  Disaster  Corps,  45  Hyde  Street,  at  7 p.m.  This  special 
training  is  aimed  at  teaching  the  general  public  important  elements 
of  disaster  preparedness  so  that- they  can  develop  their  own  home  fam- 
ily plan  for  self-survival  in  the  event  of  an  enemy  attack  or  major 
natural  emergency. 

Although  the  course  is  being  given  at  the  request  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chapter,  National  Association  of  Railway  Business  Women,  members  of 
other  organizations,  homemakers  and  city  residents  also  are  invited 
to  take  this  essential  instruction. 

Air  defense  and  warning,  evacuation,  shelters,  fire,  police , . medical , 
welfare  and  rescue  operations,  and  responsibilities  of  the  citizenry 
are  some  of  the  subjects  that  will  be  studied  and  discussed  at  the 
first  class.  The  three  other  sessions  are  scheduled  on  successive 
Mondays,  March  28,  April  4,  and  April  11,  at  7 p.m. 


Regular  Police  Recruits  Complete  Training 


Forty-four  regular  police  recruits  have  just  completed  a course  in 
radiological  monitoring  as  part  of  their,  14  weeks  of  training  at  the 
Police  Academy.  In  addition  to  this  specialized  instruction,  sessions 
in  civil  defense,  natural  disaster,  panic  control,  and  explosive  ord- 
nance reconnaissance  were  included  in  the  course. 

In 
all,  4$  classroom  hours  will  be  devoted  to  CD  subjects,  emphasizing 
the  continued  realistic  need  of  the  city’s  police  department  in  dis- 
aster preparedness.

Robert  E.  Lee,  said  the  president  may  take  over  the  entire  11:15  a.m 
period  of  the  program.  The  Conelrad  exercise  is  only  one  facet  'of 
the  national  exercise.

May  12,  at  3.6  Concord  Street,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  .ways  and  J 
means  of  developing  background  information,  organization  and  opera- 
tional principles  of  a casualty  station.  The  meeting  will  take  place 
at  g p.m.  These  trained  personnel  will  supply  the  manpower  "in  order 
to  make  the  medical  equipment  available  to  doctors. and  nurses  for  I 
prompt  and  efficient  treatment  of  casualties  occuring  as  the  result  oi 
a disaster,"  said  Lou  Cambou,  medical  and  health  coordinator. 

Doctors,  dentists  and  nurses  have  been  assigned  to  man. the  hospital, 
said  Director  A.G.  Cook.  "But  volunteers  are  needed  for  two  other, 
purposes. .. .one  group  to  take  equipment  from  the  basement  and  set  it 
up  where  needed,  then  act  as  the  hospital  staff  so  that  the  medical 
group  can  be  effective.  The  other  volunteers  are  needed  to  man  trucks 
or  station  wagons,  load  stretchers,  then  go  to  the  disaster  area  and  J 
bring  in  the  injured,"  the  Admiral  concluded.

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Osterloh  Keynoter  At  Peace  Officers ’ Conference 


Lieut.  William  Osterloh,  SFPD,  delivered  a keynote  address  at  the 
annual  Conference  of  the  Peace  Officers’  Association  of  the  State  of 
California,  May  15-13,  in  Santa  Monica. 

Osterloh,  the  Disaster  Corps’  chief  training  officer,  was  a last 
minute  substitute  for  San  Francisco  Chief  of  Police  Thomas  Cahill. 
The  chief,  chairman  of  the  Association’s  all-important  Disaster  and 
Mutual  Aid  Committee,  had  to  cancel  his  trip  to  the  conference  be- 
cause of  the  pressure  of  local  duties. 

Osterloh,  one  of  the  best  informed  police  officials  in  this  area  on 
civil  defense  operational  procedures,  spoke  on  '’Its  not  Business  as 
Usual,”  In  his  talk  he  evaluated  law  enforcement’s  participation  in 
California  civil  defense  activities. 

The  training  officer’s  address  to  the  membership,  which  includes 
State  chiefs  of  police,  sheriffs,  district  attorneys,  and  police 
agency  officials  was  supplemented  by  an  interview  over  Columbia 
Broadcasting  System’s  radio  station  KNX  in  Hollywood  on  May  19. 

The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  has  always  played  a prominent 
role  in  the  city’s  civil  defense  program.  Its  enthusiasm  continues 
for  realistic  disaster  preparedness  throughout  California.  This 
fact  was  demonstrated  again  during  the  conference  when  Osterloh 
introduced  ten  important  motions  prepared  by  Cahill. 


S . F . Housing  Authority  Supports  Family  Plan 


Civil  Defense  Director  A.G.  Cook,  in  a letter  to  John  W.  Beard,  the 
executive  director  of  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Authority,  expressed 
the  Disaster  Corps’  gratitude  for  the  generous  support  the  Authority 
has  given  in  disseminating  vital  self-preparedness  information  to 
its  tenants.

A new  series  of  classes  on  civil  defense  for  householders  will  be 
held  Thursday,  July  14,  by  the  San  Francisco  Disaster  Council  and 
Corps,  at  1:30  p.m. , it  was  announced  by  Admiral  A.  G.  Cook,  USN,

Health  Services  Aspects  of  Health  Mobilization  is  a basic  course 
in  the  health  field  prepared  cooperatively  by  Public  Health  Service 
and  OCDM.  Its  basic  purpose  is  to  acquaint  the  public  health  and 
CD  participants  as  well  as  medical  practitioners  with  the  health 
mobilization  program  of  the  Public  Health  Service.  It  is  also  de- 
signed to  serve  as  a forum  where  working  relationships  between  the 
Public  Health  Service,  OCDM,  CD  directors,  health  officers  and 
others  interested  in  health  mobilization  may  be  further  developed. 


Chaplain  Corps  To  Provide  Spiritual  Guidance 


At  a recent  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Chaplain 
Corps  it  was  decided  to  establish  a program  in  which  each  of  the 
religious  faiths  will  have  representatives  posted  at  hospitals, 
casualty  stations  and  welfare  quarters  to  give  spiritual  solace 
and  guidance  should  a major  emergency  strike  San  Francisco. 

”In  the  past  it  has  been  difficult  for  the  Disaster  Council  to 
deal  with  all  the  various  faiths  and,  as  a matter  of  policy,  has 
always  dealt,  wherever  possible,  with  existing  organizations,” 
said  Admiral  Cook.  ’’Therefore,  the  committee  agreed  that  each 
church  group  would  see  that  a clergyman  of  that  faith  would  be 
available,”  Admiral  Cook  stated. 

Each  group  would  make  its  own  assignment  regardless  of  what  part 
of  the  city  disaster  occurred,  the  committee  decided.  There  are 
25  hospitals,  eight  welfare  centers  and  seven  casualty  stations 
in  the  city,  which  would  need  spiritual  assistance  and  guidance 
in  event  of  a citywide  or  State  catastrophe. 
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Disaster  Corps  To  Participate  In  Regional  Test 


The  San  Francisco  Disaster  Council  and  Corps  will  participate  in 
a civil  defense  test  exercise  the  California  Disaster  Office  will 
conduct  in  Region  2 on  September  30-0ctober  1,  it  was  announced  by 
Admiral  A.G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  the  city’s  CD  director.

Participation  by  San  Francisco  CD  personnel  will  begin  on  the  basis 
of  information  received  at  11:30  a.m.,  when  the  State  Warning  Point 
disseminates  the  Take  Cover  Signal  (RED)  to  all  Key  Warning  Points. 
Subsequent  events  will  be  become  known  through  the  opening  of  pre- 
positioned envelopes.

The  Admiral  said  the  proper  method  of  securing  aid  from  the  armed 
services  is  to  apply  to  the  Presidio  through  the  Commander  of  the 
San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps,  "as  the  Army  has  been  designated  the 
coordinating  agency  for  all  armed  forces  in  continental  United  States. 

"The  Presidio  will  establish  liaison  with  our  headquarters,"  stated 
the  Admiral.  "This  fact  should  be  borne  in  mind  in  all  your  planning 
for  disaster  activities.  The  declaration  nf  martial  law  is  not  a pre- 
requisite for  the  use  of  these  facilities,"  Cook  concluded. 


Auxiliary  Police  Reserve  Need  Volunteers 


With  the  graduation  of  the  23rd  Auxiliary  Police  Reserve  class  last 
week,  Chief  of  Police  Thomas  Cahill  has  announced  the  urgent  need  of 
33  volunteers  for  the  24th  training  class  which  begins  September  12th 
Eighteen  of  the  graduates  received  certificates  for  having  completed 
standard  and  advanced  First  Aid  training,  all  reserves  are  required 
to  take  both  standard  and  advanced  Red  Cross  training. 

Chief  Cahill  declared  that  any  able-bodied  male  citizen  of  good  moral 
character  and  not  liable  to  immediate  military  draft  may  volunteer 
for  this  interesting  work  by  contacting  the  Police  Academy,  Fulton 
Street  at  37th  Avenue,  or  telephoning  SU.  1-2020,  Local  254,  Monday 
through  Friday,  8 a.m.  to  5 p.m.

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Basic  CD  Preparedness  Course  In  September 


Another  in  a series  of  basic  civil  defense  courses  for  the  general 
public  has  been  announced  for  September.  The  first  class  in  this 
new  series  begins  Thursday,  September  Sth,  at  headquarters  of  the 
San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps,  45  Hyde  Street,  Room  212.  All  classes 
are  scheduled  from  7 to  9 p.m. 

As  in  former  training  series,  this  course  is  practical  because  it 
contains  all  the  fundamental  operational  procedures  that  are  needed 
in  making  plans  for  disaster  preparedness.  The  first  session  points 
up  the  value  of  knowing  air  defense  and  warning;  tactical  and  stra- 
tegic evacuation;  shelter,  welfare  and  home  preparedness. 

Included  in  this  basic  training  are  Nuclear  Defense,  to  be  held  on 
September  15th;  Fire  Defense,  September  22nd,  and  Psychological  De- 
fense, September  29th. 


CDQ  Plans  Bombproof  Underground  Shelters 


A $5,500,000  program  to  build  bombproof  underground  shelters  to  house 
State  government  personnel  should  an  enemy  attack  occur  in  this  area, 
has  been  disclosed  by  the  California  Disaster  Office. 

The  plan  calls  for  an  emergency  underground  shelter  near  the  capitol 
in  Sacramento  and  six  smaller  ones  in  other  parts  of  California  for 
regional  operations,  according  to  CDO  Director  Allan  K.  Jonas. 

Jonas  revealed  CDO  is  seeking  a 40 jOOO-square  foot  office  near  Sacra- 
mento which  could  be  used  daily  by  several  State  departments.  It 
would  cost  $2  million.  Federal  matching  funds  would  defray  half  the 
cost. 

Also  proposed  is  the  first  of  six  regional  shelters  - probably  lo- 
cated in  Oxnard.  It  would  cost  about  $630,000  and  house  approximately 
225  workers,  CDO  authorities  estimate. 

Long  range  plans  for  a similar  structure  in  the  central  coast  region 
is  included  in  the  shelter  program,  Jonas  said.  In  event  of  a heavy 
enemy  attack,  the  Sacramento  shelter  would  provide  space  for  the 
Governor,  constitutional  officers,  State  disaster  council  and  key 
department  heads  and  disaster  office  personnel. 
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New  List  Of  Emergency  Food  Recommended 


Here  is  a tasty  tidbit  for  San  Francisco  families.  Now,  shoppers 
can  purchase  food  for  an  emergency  kit  that  matches  the  taste  buds 
of  every  member  of  the  family. 

The  San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps  has  just  made  a careful  study  of 
canned,  packaged  and  bottled  food  items  sold  in  grocery  stores  and 
supermarkets. 

The  homemaker  now  has  . a bigger  variety  of  food  which  she  may  buy  for 
the  family’s  shelter  program.  The  different  kinds  of  food  on  the 
new  list  conform  more  closely  to  a normal  diet  that  can  maintain  good 
morale,  strength  and  vitamins.  Supplies  should  be  checked  at  least 
once  a month,  and  certain  foods  should  be  rotated  regularly. 

On  the  reverse  side  of  the  emergency  food  list, is  a brief  but  author- 
itative article  on  ’’What  Is  Fallout?”  Every  San  Franciscan  should 
read  this  intelligently  written  essay  so  they  may  gain  some  idea  of 
of  the  hazards  of  radiation  and  how  to  minimize  or  eliminate  the  dan- 
ger from  falling  radioactive  particles, by. taking  and  staying  in  shel- 
ter until  it  is  safe  to  come  out. 


Podiatry  College  Resolution  Endorses  CD 


At  a recent  meeting  of  its  board  of  trustees,  the  California  Podiatry 
College  unanimously  passed  a resolution  pledging  full  cooperation  in 
planning  and  making  its  physical  facilities  available  to  the  Disaster 
Corps  should  a major  emergency  strike  the  city. 

In  making  public  the  announcement,  Philip  Gardner,  D.S.C.  president, 
and  Pierce  B.  Nelson,  D.S.C. , dean  of  the  school,  said  the  California 
Podiatry  Hospital  is  preparing  a disaster  plan  which  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Disaster  Corps  for  approval.  ’’All  personnel  and  students  will 
be  trained  according  to  the  basic  principles  of  civil  defense  and 
alerted  to  their  execution  in  case  of  an  emergency,”  Dr.  Gardner  as- 
serted. The  college’s  facilities  include,  besides  the  college  and 
hospital,  a physical  plant,  classrooms,  clinic,  and  the  storage  of 
stand-by  first  aid  and  other  equipment.-

Drill  To  Feature  Control  Room  Procedures 


Special  training  in  Control  Center  procedures  is  being  offered 
all  divisions  and  services.  Admiral  Cook  said  in  a directive 
to  chiefs  of  divisions , services  and  their  personnel  urging 
them  to  become  more  proficient  in  message  procedure.  "The 
primary  purpose  of  a Control  Center  is  to  coordinate  the  ef- 
ficient and  prompt  use  of  all  available  resources  to  combat 
the  effect  of  war-caused  or  natural  disaster.  In  planning 
Control  Room  operations  this  purpose  must  always  be  consid- 
ered," the  CD  director  stated. 

All  plans  must  include  provisions  for  gathering  information 
from  the  field.  "We  must  have  accurate  and  fast  information 
of  what  is  available  and  what  is  happening  in  the  city,"  he 
said.  This  information  must  then  be  made  available  to  all 
departments  and  in  some  instances  passed  on  to  the  State, 
he  added. 

In  his  memorandum  to  department  heads,  Cook  urged  them  to 
review  carefully  the  functions  of  the  Control  Center  and  what 
each  is  required  to  provide.  "Each  position  should  be  filled 
in  depth,"  the  director  declared.  It  is  hoped  that  each  divi- 
sion and  service  will  send  extra  personnel  to  the  Control  Center 
for  training  during  the  exercises,  the  Admiral  concluded. 


CD  Day  To  Be  Observed  December  7

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Congress  Hikes  QCDM  1960-61  Budget 


The  Office  of  Civil  and  Defense  Mobilization’s  budget  re- 
quest of  060.124  million  for  fiscal  year  1960-61  has  been 
passed  by  the  Congress.  This  is  47*240  million  more  than 
was  allocated  for  1959-60.  It  includes  $6  million  to  im- 
plement that  part  of  PL  85-606  which  has  to  do  with  match- 
ing funds  for  administrative  costs  of  State  and  local  CD 
organizations  and  is  for  half  the  year,  becoming  effective 
on  January  1,  1961. 


Police  Regulars  Train  At  Presidio 


Thirty-three  regular  members  of  the  Police  Department’s 
basic  recruit  class  rounded  out  the  intensive  civil  defense 
instruction  included  in  the  curriculum  by  spending  two  days 
at  the  San  Francisco  Presidio.  Supervised  by  Lieut.  Robert 
Perry  (USA),  of  the  Explosive  Ordnance  Disposal  Unit,  the 
rookies  studied  missile  and  device  reconnaissance  in  a 16- 
hour  session.  The  instruction  included  a full  afternoon  in 
the  field,  with  the  actual  disposal  of  ’’booby  traps,”  armed 
with  ’’dummy”  charges.  The  Army  praised  the  recruits  for 
their  handling  of  the  tricky  sabotage  devices.  In  all,  34 
hours  of  civil  defense  were  included  in  the  training.  While 
statistics  are  not  available,  it  is  believed  that  this  train- 
ing constitutes  some  type  of  a record  for  law  enforcement 
agencies  across  the  nation.

U.S.  Air  Raid  Shelter  To  Be  Built  Here 


A $10,000  concrete  prototype  community  air  raid  shelter 
will  be  erected  in  San  Francisco  by  the  Federal  Government 
it  has  been  announced  by  regional  headquarters  of  the  Office 
of  Civil  and  Defense  Mobilization.  One  other  model  shelter 
will  be  built  at  another  Bay  area  city,  as  yet  undesignated. 

The  shelter  will  be  located  at  the  Youth  Guidance  Center 
near  the  underground  Control  Center  of  the  San  Francisco 
Disaster  Corps.  It  will  be.  64  feet  long  and  12  feet  wide, 
buried  into  the  slope  of  a hill. 

Admiral  A. G.  Cook,  USN,  (Ret.),  city  civil  defense  director, 
said  the  shelter  will  be  stocked  with  canned  food  and  water. 
This  would  allow  its  occupants  to  live  shut  off  from  the 
radioactive  after-effect  of  a nuclear  explosion  until  it  is 
safe  to  emerge.  The  shelter  will  be  used  as  a model  of  what 
the  Federal  authorities  recommend  should  be  constructed  by 
the  hundreds  in  all  large  American  cities. 


Fred  Habermacher,  CD  Volunteer  Dies 


Fred  Habermacher,  venerable  raconteur  and  noted  authority 
on  San  Francisco  history,  is  dead.  He  died  last  month  at 
the  age  of  £9  years.  Of  all  the  19,000  civil  defense  volun- 
teers, he  was  perhaps  the  most  avid  and  enthusiastic  worker. 

Born  in  San  Francisco  "South  of  the  Slot,"  it  was  destined 
that  Mr.  Habermacher  should  hobnob  with  some  of  the  greatest 
and  most  famous  people  of  his  time.  The  long  list  of  cele- 
brities he  knew  well  ran  the  gamut  from  Caruso  to  Lillian 
Russell,  John  Drew  to  "White  Hat"  McCarthy.  His  generosity 
to  the  poor  was  exceeded  only  by  his  love  of  the  city  he 
knew  so  well.  "Fred  was  a most  unusual  personality,"  said 
Admiral  Cook.  "Everyone  who  knew  him,  admired  him.  I am 
sure  that  all  of  us  feel  a little  bit  better  for  having  known 
this  wonderful  man."  He  came  to  the  Disaster  Corps  eight  years 
ago.  Fred  and  work  were  synonymous.  A widower  and  a retired 
American  Express  employee,  he  worked  a five-day  week.  Five 
years  ago  Mr.  Habermacner  was  cited  by  the  Volunteer  Bureau 
of  San  Francisco  for  meritorious  service.

In  order  that  every  American  can  be  prepared,  he  must  know 
and  take  action  on  five  fundamentals  - - 1,  Know  the  warning 

signal;  2,  Know  the  Disaster  Corps’  plan  for  emergency  action; 
3 , Know  how  to  use  Conelrad  - 640  or  1240  - AM  radio  for  offi- 
cial information  and  directions;  4}  Training  in  First  Aid, 
and  5,  Construct  a fallout  shelter  and  stock  it  with  emergency 
food,  water  and  other  essential  supplies. 

"Civil  Defense  has  a positive  purpose,"  said  Admiral  A.G. 
Cook,  USN,  (Ret,),  San  Francisco  CD  director.  "It  is  part 
of  the  total  preparedness  of  the  nation  - economic,  military, 
moral  and  civil  - and  as  such,  contributes  to  the  over-all 
strength  of  the  nation.

"We  will  hold  instructions  in  CPX  procedure  on  Tuesday, 
Wednesday  and  Thursday,  December  13,  14,  and  15  from  1 
to  2 p.m.  where  each  division  and  service  will  send  per- 
sonnel to  the  Control  Center,  37^* Woodside  Avenue,  on 
one  or  more  of  these  three  days  for  instruction,”  the 
Admiral  declared. 

This  is  not  an  exercise  in  which  a problem  will  be  pre- 
sented. "It  simply  is  an  opportunity,"  Admiral  Cook 
said,  "to  provide  individual  instruction  in  message  pro- 
cedure. It  has  been  scheduled  for  three  separate  days  so 
that  personnel  may  attend  at  a time  most  convenient  to 
their  chiefs."

A proposed  state  constitutional  amendment  to  exempt 
fallout  shelters  from  local  property  taxation  has 
been  introduced  in  the  current  session  of  the  California 
legislature. 

Assemblyman  Sheridan  Hegland-of  Costa  Mesa,  author  of 
the  bill,  said:  ”1  will  follow  up  this  action  with  a 

separate  piece  of  legislation  for  accelerated  write- 
off for  state  income  tax  purposes  of  expenses  involved 
in  construction  of  shelters.” 

Hegland  said  the  proposed  amendment,  which  would  be 
voted  In  November,  1962,  if  the  legislature  adopts  it„ 
would  permit  the  County  Board  of  Supervisors  to  grant 
the  exemptions  for  home  shelters  that  meet,  specified 
conditions . 


Forty  Qualify  As  Monitors 


Physicians  and  other  members  of  the  medical  profession

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Kennedy  Pledges  Aid  To  CD 

Judging  from  a statement  made  by  President  Kennedy 
during  the  presidential  campaign,  he  has  a strong 
awareness  of  the  need  of  civil  defense.  He  pledged 
"leadership,  support  and  determination  from  the 
White  House,"  to  place  CD  programs  "on  high  priority 
they  deserve." 

At  the  ninth  annual  conference  of  the  United  States 
Civil  Defense  Council  recently  held  in  Milwaukee,  U.S. 
Senator  Hubert  Humphrey  read  a message  from  President 
Kennedy  in  which  he  declared: 

"For  too  long  civil  defense  has  been  shunted  aside  as 
a second  cousin  to  our:military  forces.  For  too  long 
civil  defense  has  been  a matter  of  grudging  recogni- 
tion of  simple  indifferency  by  the  highest  officers 
of  our  land.  It  is  time  for  America  and  her  government 
to  place  civil  defense  programs  on  the  high  priority 
they  deserve. 

"Millions,  of  Americans  are  aware  of  the  critical  need 
for  civil  preparedness.  Thousands  of  conscientious 
citizens  are  exerting  determined  efficient  effort  to 
develop  effective  civil  defense  programs.  We  must  have 
now  a clear  call  for  coordinated,  high-level  action  to 
develop  civil  defense  programs  of  the  magnitude  of  which 
we  are  capable.  We  must  continue  leadership  for  this 
task  on  the  local  and  state  level.  But  above  all,. we 
must  have  leadership,  support  and  determination  from  the 
White  House.  I pledge  that  leadership." 
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Dr.  Kahn  Speaks  Out  for  CD 


Dr.  Herman  Kahn,  eminent  authority  on  thermonuclear 
warfare  and  a member  of  the  Physics  Division  of  The 
Rand  Corporation  since  194#  asserted  that  a civil  de- 
fense program  which  met  adequate  objectives  was  worthwhile. 

This  was  KahnTs  answer  to  a query  asked  .by  a listener  on 
February  10  during  the  popular  "At  Your  Service"  radio 
show  broadcast  by  KCBS.  Spelling  out  these  objectives, 
Kahn  said:  "I  urge  the  federal  government  to  allocate 

a minimum  of  $500  million  over  and  above  the  current  bud- 
get - about  $50  million  per  year  - for  expenditure  in 
one  or  two-  years  to  achieve  five  objectives  in  the  civil 
defense-:  area. 

"These  objectives  are  creation  of  capabilities,  incom- 
plete but  worthwhile  by  strengthening  and  changing  the 
.’focus  of  current  CD  programs.  There  should  be  the  crea- 
tion of  feasible,  evacuation  measures,  improvisation  of 
fallout  protection,  provision  for  control  of  damage,  and 
modest  preparation  for  recuperation." 

Given  these  measures,  said  Kahn,  there  ought  to  be  the 
institution  of  vigorous  programs  of  education  and  tech- 
nical assistance  for  private  organizations,  key  individ- 
uals and  the  general  public. 

"inexpensive  measures  might  save  from  20  to  50  million 
lives,"  said  the  author  of  "On  Thermonuclear  War,"  a. 
top-seller  on  the  non-fiction  list.  "Contingent  damage 
to  property  would  be  limited,"  he  said.  "Our  ability 
to  recuperate  would  be  markedly  improved.  And  an  en- 
vironment in  -which  private  citizens  could  do  sensible 
things  on  their  own  to  increase  their  chances  of  survival 
would  be  created." 

Thumbing  slowly  through  the  Disaster  Corps1  Recommended 
Family  Plan,  Kahn  said:  "This  is  splendid  because  it 

gives  people  basic  information  that  could  save  many  lives 
in  disaster,  only  if  people  learn  what  they  should  do."

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Law  Enforcement  Coordinator 


The  intense  efforts  of  Chairman  Thomas  Cahill’s  Disaster- 
Mutual  Aid  Committee  of  the  high  ranking  Peace  Officers’ 
Association  of  the  State  of  California  may  be  reaching 
some  of  its  goals. 

As  a primary  step  in  strengthening  the  police  picture  in 
State  civil  defense,  a coordinator  for  law  enforcement 
has  been  named  in  the  California  Disaster  Office,  the 
first  since  the  post  was  abolished  in  1959.  He  is  Wayne 
Kranig,  assistant  chief  of  the  Public  Safety  Division. 
Restoration  of  this  important  position  was  a key  issue  at 
the  I960  Santa  Monica  conference  and  again  in  Palo  Alto 
last  January, 

On  February  27,  Lt.  William  Osterloh,  Chief  Cahill’s 
liaison  officer  to  the  Disaster  Corps,  led  a delegation 
of  Bay  area  working  civil  defense  police  representatives 
to  Sacramento  to  consult  with  top  officials  of  the  Califor- 
nia Disaster  Office. 

On  March  30,  the  Governor’s  Law  Enforcement  Advisory  Com- 
mittee will  meet  in  Sacramento  to  discuss  the  ten  basic 
motions  of  the  Mutual  Aid  Committee.  Cahill  also  is  a 
member  of  the  summit  advisory  body. 

The  head  of  the  city’s  police  department  last  month  sent 
out  a questionnaire  to  5$  sheriffs  and  67  selected  chiefs 
of  police  of  the  State  in  an  effort  to  obtain  basic  in- 
formation concerning  police  CD  activity. 

’’The  study  is  deemed  essential  prior  to  initiating  a 
program  designed  to  make  California’s  law  enforcement’s 
Civil  Defense  participation  more  realistic  and  meaningful,” 
Cahill  asserted.  "Probably  no  service  has  made  the  frank 
soul-searching  self-appraisal  in  which  the  police  division 
of  the  State  organization  presently  is  engaged,"  Cahill 
declared.

Conelrad  Test  On  April  3rd 


The  second  of  six  regional  Conelrad  broadcast  tests  will 
be  beamed  Monday  morning,  April  3,  between  1100  and 
1:30  o’clock,  according  to  W.R.  Crabtree,  field  repre- 
sentative, communications,  Region  2 of  the  California 
Disaster  Office. 

Conelrad  stations  in  the  Bay  area  broadcasting  on  640 
and  1240  kilocycles  will  carry  survival  information  on 
what  citizens  should  do  in  the  event  of  an  enemy  attack 
during  this  time  period. 
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Wardens  Carry  On  Vital  Work 


When  the  Disaster  Council  put  the  Warden  Service  on 
inactive  status  several  years  ago,  the  decision  didn’t 
dampen  the  ardor  of  a small  band  of  wardens  in  Battal- 
ion 9,  Division  3.  They  were  not  exactly  pleased  with 
the  news,  pe.rhaps  feeling  they  were  no  longer  an  integral 
part  of  civil  defense  activities.  However,  Admiral  Cook 
was  quick  to  reassure  them  that  despite  the  fact  the  Ser- 
vice was  being  placed  on  inactive  status,  wardens  would 
be  reactivated  should  a major  emergency  occur  in  the  city. 

But  this  statement  of  reassurance  didn’t  impress  the 
"boys”  from  Battalion  9 too  much.  This  was  an  enthusi- 
astic group  fired  with  a strong  conviction  that  they 
could  still  fit  into  the  picture  somewhere  and  thus  con- 
tinue to  give  aid  to  the  local  CD  effort. 

At  first  members  of  Battalion  9 held  informal  meetings 
in  the  home  of  Otis  P.  Cosbie,  Deputy  Chief  of  the  War- 
den Service.  Then  some  of  the  volunteers  distributed 
literature  and  administered  valuable  aid  during  such 
events  as  Operation  Alert  and  National  CD  week. 

Now  the  group  has  just  completed  another  novel  cam- 
paign. Spearheaded  by  Chief  Cosbie,  the  faithful  bat- 
talion, has  been  conducting  quietly  and  efficiently  an 
intensive  drive  throughout  the  Excelsior  District  urg- 
ing merchants  to  make  available  panel  delivery  cars, 
small  trucks,  tow  trucks,  bakery  and  station  wagons  to 
meetCD  needs  should  disaster  hit  San  Francisco.  Accord- 
ing to  the  program,  if  an  alert  is  sounded,  merchants 
with  their  vehicles,  will  report  to  Balboa  High  School, 
the  nearest  casualty  care  station  in  the  area,  for  emer- 
gency assignments.  To  date  Cosbie  reports  51  merchants 
have  agreed  to  support  the  program.  The  group  will  meet 
on  Thursday,  April  13  , at  3o  Concord  Street,  at  ft  p.m.  , 
to  map  plans  to  canvass  San  Bruno  and  Visitacion  Valley  . 
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Activation  of  CONELRAD,  the  national  emergency  broadcasting 
network  will  kickoff  the  eighth  annual  nationwide  command 
post  training  exercise  "Operation  Alert  1961,”  next  Friday 
afternoon  at  1:00  oTclock,  (PST).  All  television  and  radio 
AM  and  FM  stations  will  go  off  the  air  between  1:00  p.m. 
and  1:30  p.m.,  as  CONELRAD  transmits  via  640  and  1240  kilo- 
cycles, information,  directives  and  vital  messages  from 
civil  defense  officials  including  President  John  F.  Kennedy 
and  Mayor  George  Christopher. 


The  city’s  main  Control  Center,  375  Woodside  Avenue,  will 
be  manned  by  chiefs  of  divisions  and  heads  of  services  or 
their  representatives  in  addition  to  key  personnel  from 
the  utilities,  transportation  and  communications  industries. 
Their  participation  in  the  CPX  actually  will  begin  immed- 
iately following  the  CONELRAD  test  when  sealed  envelopes 
containing  information  of  the  problem  will  be  opened. 

The  recommended  schedule  of  the  operations  is:  11:00  a.m. 

to  4:00  p.m.  - skeleton  crew,  one  man  from  each  department; 
4:00  p.m.  to  7:00  p.m.  - normal  main  control  staff;  7:00 
p.m.  to  9:00  p.m.  - secondary  control  staff;  9:00  p.m.  to 
11:00  p.m.  - staff  made  up  of  people  not  normally  assigned 
to  Control  Center.

They  show  considerable 
work  on  the  part  of  the  men  who  prepared  them,  but  their 
value  is  limited  unless  all  personnel  in  the  city  depart- 
ments are  familiar  with  them.

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  of 
those  who  participated  in  Operation  Alert  1961 . Although 
there  was  not  much  play  during  the  exercise  for  many  of 
the  Divisions  there  was  an  opportunity  to  consider  steps 
to  be  taken  during  the  "build-up”  period,  witness  the 
development  of  the  attack  and  consider  its  possible  im- 
pact on  activities. 

Our  Operational  Information  Center  functioned  extremely 
well.  Using  the  information  from  the  sealed  envelopes 
furnished  by  the  State,  they  were  able  to  determine 
quickly  the  location  and  size  of  the  strike  and  from 
these  data  predict  the  probable  effect  locally.  We  hope 
to  get  an  additional  blackboard  for  bulletins  and  to  do 
even  better  on  issuing  periodic  information  sheets. 

The  reports  made  by  the  Divisions  and  Services  of  their 
activities  during  the  "build-up"  period  showed  that  con- 
siderable intelligent  thought  has  been  used.  All  Divi- 
sions are  urged  to  follow  the  Mayor’s  suggestion  and  give 
the  Purchaser  a list  of  needed  items. 

If  these  exercises  accomplish  the  primary  purpose  of 
making  us  think  of  the  probable  happenings  and  how  we 
could  accomplish  our  tasks,  then  they  are  worthwhile. 

We  have  recommended  to  the  State  that  a future  problem 
be  based,  on  the  recovery  phase  of  this  attack.  This 
would  give  all  Divisions  plenty  of  action.  The  State 
has  indicated  concurrence.
